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Now that the Soviets at long last appear to be 
throwing off the shackles of socialism, it’s high 
time we begin exposing and eliminating the 
socialist disease here in the West. ..

In the name of political freedom, we 
here in the U.S. and other Western 
countries have allowed communism/ 
socialism to blossom and spread as a 
political ideology — an ideology which 
has become entrenched in our polit¬ 
ical systems, government, media and 
academia; an ideology disguised with 
terms like “liberalism” and “labor.” 

Here in America, our media, univer¬ 
sities and the Democratic Party have 
for decades been steeped in socialist 
thinking and have become bastions of 
socialist political power. 

The nation’s colleges and universi¬ 
ties harbor thousands of Marxist scho¬ 
lars preaching their particular forms 
of what I call the hate-America men¬ 
tality The students influenced by such 
teaching pour out into society year 
after year forming a fertile voting block 
for socialist ideology as espoused by 
so-called “liberals” in the Democratic 
Party and, increasingly these days, the 
Republican Party as well. 

Not only are young people exposed 
to much socialist thinking while at¬ 
tending college, our popular culture is 
full of it as well. Socialist propaganda 
is rife in the news and entertainment 
media. We are fairly bombarded with 
it day after day as we’re told, directly 
and often subliminally — through 
movies, books, magazines and news¬

Our governing bodies are 
full of greedy, arrogant, left-leaning 
bureaucrats perpetuating their own 
power bases by gerrymandering elec¬ 
tion districts, endlessly raising taxes 
and squandering the money in monu¬ 
mental waste, interfering in more and 
more aspects of our lives and oppress¬ 
ing us more and more. Every year more 
and more laws are passed to burden 
us and regulate our existences. The 
vast and growing government bureau¬ 
cracy is a behemoth that is beginning 
to crush us under its weight. 

Yet so many Americans are largely 
asleep to the dangers facing us. Many, 
thanks to years of leftist brainwashing 
by the media, universities, etc., actu¬ 
ally believe more and bigger govern¬ 
ment is the answer to our troubles. 
Those who do recognize the dangers 
are becoming powerless to do much 
about them, since voting isn’t nearly 
as effective as it was in times past.

Residents of New York have 
for years been legally obliged to obtain 
a license to own any type firearm at 
all, including hunting and target rifles, 
and then to register each weapon indi¬ 
vidually with the police department. 

Now the City Council and the Mayor, 
Democrat David Dinkins, have gone 
one step further in their efforts to 
curb the Second Amendment rights of 
the citizens of New York City. Recently 
the Council passed and the mayor 
signed into law a bill which bans the 
sale and possession of so-called assault 
rifles within the city. The law is unique 
because it not only bans future sales 
of such weapons, it also demands that 
current owners of legally registered 
assault rifles remove them from the 
city or SURRENDER them to the po¬ 
lice department. The law allows the 
police department to use its gun regis¬ 
tration files to track down owners and 
seize their weapons WITHOUT COM¬ 
PENSATION. 

That's not all. The law allows the 
police commission to designate any 
weapon at all, including rimfire .22s 
as assault weapons, and declare them 
illegal. It also defines as an assault 
weapon any weapon which has one or 
more of the following characteristics: 
a pistol grip, a folding stock, a bayonet 
lug, or any weapon which has the 
capacity of holding more than 5 rounds 
in its magazine. 

Home Cholesterol Tests — Those who 
are concerned with their cholesterol 
levels will soon be able to test them¬ 
selves in the privacy of their own 
homes. 

Two companies, ChemTrak, and Cry¬ 
stal Medical are currently awaiting 


Food and Drug Administration, FDA, 
approval to begin marketing their 
home cholesterol test kits. The kits are 
currently approved for use by physi¬ 
cians only. 

The two home test kits use different 
technologies, but both are able to pro¬ 
vide accurate total cholesterol readings 
in about 15 minutes from as little as 
a single drop of blood. The kits include 
a spring operated device which is used 
to prick the tip of a finger for the 
blood sample. 

The tests are disposable and are 
expected to sell for under $10 each, 

Desk Lamp Radiation Danger — A 

new study conducted by British and 
Australian scientists for the Australian 
National Health and Medical Research 
Council, ANHMRC, has found that the 
tungsten-halogen bulbs found in many 
desk lamps emit higher levels of ultra¬ 
violet radiation then do conventional 
bulbs. These higher than normal ultra¬ 
violet levels could, in certain circum¬ 
stances increase the risk of skin cancer, 
sunburn, and cataracts. The finding 
prompted the ANHMRC to issue a 
warning that people using tungsten- 
halogen bulbs in desk lamps are 
“increasing their exposure to harmful 
ultraviolet radiation” 

The study found that the higher tem¬ 
peratures at which tungsten-halogen 
bulbs burn requires the use of a fused 
quartz-glass bulb casing. This casing, 
unlike the glass casing found in con¬ 
ventional bulbs, proved to be an excel¬ 
lent conductor of ultraviolet radiation. 

The Food and Drug Administration, 
FDA, in the U.S. and the National Elec¬ 
trical Manufacturers Association said 
they were studying the findings. The 
FDA is the agency responsible for 
determining safe levels of radiation 
from lightbulbs used in the U.S. 

The authors of the report emphasized 
that the warning applied only to desk 
lamps because they are usually used 
in close proximity to a user. They also 
noted that the placement of a thin 
regular glass filter between the user 

and the bulb all but eliminates the 
harmful ultraviolet radiation. •

Economic Survival: 


Nineties 


What should you do to be prepared For Financial 
conditions which may develop over the next Few years?.

ILL the long economic expan¬ 
sion of the eighties repeat in the 
nineties or will we face renewed infla¬ 
tion, more frequent recessions, or even 
depression? 

Before we get far into the decade, we 
should pause and reflect on the eco¬ 
nomic conditions likely to affect us and 
what we should do to prepare for them. 

We should consider both direct eco¬ 
nomic trends and related trends in our 
world. We’ll begin with international 
trends, then move to an examination 
of the domestic patterns. Finally, we’ll 
consider the steps you should take to 
survive the economic turmoil of the 
nineties. 

The threat of nuclear war seems to 
have declined, although until recently 
there has been no real reduction in the 
Soviet military capability. I’ve long 
believed that the Soviet Union couldn’t 
afford to nuke us. That is even more 
true now — who would bail them out 
if they destroyed our economy? 

In fact, the Soviet strategy seems to 
have been to win World War III with¬ 
out a nuclear war by gaining control 
of key points such as the Middle East, 
Southern Africa, and Central America. 
Recent events have set back their ambi¬ 
tions in this regard, at least for the 
time being. However, any renewed suc¬ 
cess in this strategy would have un¬ 
favorable implications not only for our 
economic well-being but for our polit¬ 
ical and religious life as well. 

The recent Mideast crisis reminds us 
that international conflict short of a 
general war seems almost certain to 
be a continued feature of the nineties. 
With our dependence on foreign oil and 
other strategic resources, the U.S. econ¬ 
omy is quite vulnerable. Events around 
the globe can have a negative impact 
on our economy. 

The situation in Eastern Europe 
seemed to be on almost everyone’s mind 


until overshadowed by the Mideast cri¬ 
sis. It is fascinating to try to discern 
the origins and effects of these events. 
I tend toward the “it began as a sub¬ 
terfuge and got out of hand” view. That 
is, the economic condition of the Soviet 
empire made it necessary to get more 
help from the West. Appearing to 
loosen their hold on Eastern Europe 
would make this easier, especially for 
the Eastern satellites. The loosening 
led to genuine popular uprisings which 
have gone beyond what the Soviets 
planned. The turmoil has now spread 
to the Soviet Union itself. 

We’re likely to feel the effects 
throughout the nineties in ways we 
could not have expected a few years 
ago. The talk about “capitalism” and 
“free markets” coming to Eastern 
Europe is much too optimistic. There 
seems to be clear evidence at least in 
Poland that most everyone in leader¬ 
ship is a socialist (and just renamed 
communists in Bulgaria and Romania). 
Being anti-communist doesn’t make 
one a capitalist. In any case, we’re 
being asked to bail out failed social¬ 
ist economies. The initial effect may 
seem beneficial to our economy with 
an increase in exports to the area. 
The long-run economic result will be 


no more favorable than the loans and 
aid to the Third World. 

We need to consider the domestic pic¬ 
ture as well. Here we can see a con¬ 
tinued race between the benefits of 
advances in technology and the numer¬ 
ous unsolved problems. 

In the eighties, strides in technol¬ 
ogy, together with some reforms in 
government policy, kept the economy 
ahead of the problems, at least in 
terms of aggregate measures. The un¬ 
usually long cyclical expansion in the 
economy also helped keep the problems 
from overwhelming us. Will these 
favorable factors continue to shield us 
in the nineties? Let’s examine the 
problems. 

We can see as likely the continua¬ 
tion in the nineties of the long trend 
of deterioration in the infrastructure 
and social fabric in America. 

“Infrastructure” means roads, water 
mains, etc. — the basic physical ele¬ 
ments on which our economy (indeed, 
civilization) rests. The crumbling 
infrastructure has received attention 
off and on over the past decade, includ¬ 
ing a congressional study commission. 
It is likely to be an even more sig¬ 
nificant problem in the nineties. Our 
roads aren’t as well built as Rome’s and

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don’t last as long. We see only occa¬ 
sional reports of collapses of bridges 
in the news, but according to one ex¬ 
pert, “most of the nation’s bridges are 
plain worn out.” Repairs, maintenance, 
and reconstruction haven’t kept up 
with the need. 

It is not just in the physical realm 
that we see a deterioration. Our cul¬ 
tural, educational, and value systems 
are declining as well. The problems of 
society are still gnawing away at the 
underpinnings of our economy. A con¬ 
tinued decline of moral values will 
adversely affect our society and econ¬ 
omy Every social and economic sys¬ 
tem has a moral basis. Its maintenance 
is especially important for the well¬ 
being of even a semi-capitalistic sys¬ 
tem such as ours. (We often forget that 
Adam Smith was a Professor of Moral 
Philosophy). Many of our existing eco¬ 
nomic problems have their roots in the 
decay of virtue. 

Our health system will be another 
concern in the nineties. New drugs and 
other technological advances get the 
publicity, but the AIDS epidemic has 
not gone away and health costs con¬ 
tinue to escalate. A real crisis in 
health care could occur. 

As the decade passes and the year 
2,000 approaches, “millennium fever” 
is likely to grow, spawning all sorts 
of groups, with New Age sects at the 
forefront. Coupled with serious eco¬ 
nomic problems, some of these could 
pose more serious threats to our free¬ 
doms than communism. (Remember 
that Hitler was leader of a minor 
fringe group 10 years before he took 
power in Germany.) 

Our financial system is still fragile. 
The savings and loan mess captured 
the headlines, but many banks and 
insurance companies are in poor shape 
too. The euphoric reaction to the suc¬ 
cess of the war makes it likely that 
the 1990-91 recession will be less 
severe than I had thought. In the next 
decade the financial system is still 
apt to be subject to strains it is not 
well prepared to handle. In the eighties 
we had only one recession, early in the 
decade. This was unusual and we are 
not likely to be so fortunate in The 
nineties. 

We should not ignore inflation as a 
threat. In spite of the complacency of 
the past several years, it has not dis¬ 
appeared. Nevertheless you can see a 
few suggestions that deflation and 
depression may be possible (though 
“The Depression of 1990” didn’t occur). 
Some have taken this view for so many 
years as to be hardly credible. How¬ 


ever, Davidson and Rees-Mogg have 
been identified with the inflationist, 
hard-money camp. In their Blood in 
the Streets book they present defla¬ 
tion as a likelihood. They cite a var¬ 
iety of reasons, including many par¬ 
allels to the deflationary twenties and 
thirties. Their thesis rests partly on 
an intriguing analysis of “megapo¬ 
litics.” By this, they mean the power 
results of shifting technology and the 
characteristics of transition periods 
between predominant world powers. 
Their arguments are not so easily dis¬ 
missed as those of the advisers who 
have been blowing the deflationist 
trumpet for years. 

Certainly, the rate of inflation drifted 
off in the 1981-82 recession and has 
remained below the levels of the seven¬ 
ties (see Figure 1). We should realize, 
though, that this is far from deflation. 
Even at the 5 percent rate of inflation 
of the past couple of years, prices dou¬ 
ble and money loses half its value every 
14 years. During much of the eighties 
the growth rate of the money supply, 


We could have a depression — that is, 
a substantial, drastic decline in eco¬ 
nomic activity — and at the same time 
have high rates of inflation. We have 
already seen a foreshadowing of this 
possibility. In 1974, we had the worst 
recession in over 30 years and infla 
tion was as high as 15 percent in some 
months. We had substantial inflation 
right in the middle of recession. So, 
although we should keep the possibil 
ity of deflation in the back of our 
minds, depression with inflation is 
more likely. 

This later possibility sounds strange 
to us; we think of deflation necessarily 
going with depression. In the thirties, 
though, we did not have the Federal 
Reserve pumping up the money supply 
quickly and consciously to try to off 
set economic declines. Thus, it is pos¬ 
sible that in current dollar terms we 
may not see much of a downturn, but 
in real economic terms have a drastic 
downturn. An analogy might be that 
if in driving your car you started slow¬ 
ing down, but switched your speedo¬

insofar as we can measure it, has been 
moderate. However, it is hard to ima¬ 
gine the Federal Reserve keeping a 
modest expansion of the money supply 
in the face of a drastic economic de¬ 
cline. Its record is to often jump in 
too soon with an excessive expansion. 
Davidson and Rees-Mogg argue that 
the Fed would (or could) not expand 
the money rapidly enough in the face 
of a crisis to offset the deflationary 
effects. It seems to me, though, that 
our experience with the bailouts of 
Continental Illinois and First Repub¬ 
lic banks shows that bank failures no 
longer result in a contraction of the 
money supply. A resurgence of infla¬ 
tion seems more likely than deflation. 

This doesn’t rule out a depression. 


meter scale from miles per hour to 
kilometers per hour. It could appear 
that your speed changed from 55 to 
65, yet you would have actually slowed 
down. The inflationary impact of go¬ 
vernment and Federal Reserve actions 
could be similar — changing the scale 
of what a dollar measures. The econ¬ 
omy could go down in real terms, but 
measures of it in dollar terms could 
be increasing because the value of the 
dollar was dropping. 

What Should You Do? — Areas of 

Preparation. We are subject to a var¬ 
iety of risks arising from the turbu¬ 
lent times of the nineties. You cannot 
go to an insurance company and buy 
a policy as you do for some risks. You 
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can, however, have a do-it-yourself 
insurance program through readiness 
in the areas of physical, personal, finan¬ 
cial, and relational preparation. Let me 
suggest some of what you need to do 
in each of these areas. The steps listed 
below are important ones, but are no 
substitute for doing your own detailed 
thinking. 

Physical Preparation. Physical prepa¬ 
ration means being ready with tan¬ 
gible items like food and other neces¬ 
sities. When many survivalists talk 
about preparing they are referring 
primarily to physical preparation. I 
hope that you will see the need for 
preparing in the other areas as well. 

Readers of American Survival Guide 
probably don’t need much discussion 
of physical preparation. Most are likely 
to at least be working on adequate 
reserves of food, water, and other phys¬ 
ical items. This is the area given the 
most attention in ASG as well as 
by most survivalists. Thus, we’ll con¬ 
centrate on the other preparation 
needed for surviving the economy of 
the nineties. 

Personal Preparation. The first aspect 
of personal preparation is understand¬ 
ing what’s happening in the world. 
You need to examine your sources of 
information. 

If you are depending on TV news as 
a primary source of information, you’re 
not getting a good picture of what is 
going on in the world, in our economy, 
or in our society. So you need alternate 
sources of information. Private news¬ 
letters can be good in this regard. 
(Daily News Digest , P.O. Box 84902, 
Phoenix, AZ 85071 is an example). 
While newsletters can be expensive, 
you may be able to share the expense 
with others. Don’t make copies and 
pass them around — that is not only 
a violation of copyright law, it’s im¬ 
moral. Share subscriptions by passing 
around the actual copy. Libraries don’t 
usually have many publications that 
are good alternative sources, but some 
libraries might have a few. 

The second aspect is to watch the 
economy. As I’ve suggested before, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis pub¬ 
lications are good for this. A monthly, 
National Economic Trends includes a 
discussion of current conditions on the 
front page as w r ell as charts. Their 
weekly^ publication U.S. Financial Data 
has a brief summary of what happened 
the previous week to such series as 


interest rates, leading economic indi¬ 
cators, etc. Inside are figures and charts 
on monetary and interest rate series. 
A real attraction of these sources is 
their low cost. A subscription to the 
monthly is free, the weekly costs just 
$18 per year. Write the Federal Reserve 
(P.O. Box 442, St. Louis, MO 63166). 

Another important area of personal 
preparation is your health. We see a 
greater awareness these days of the 
need to take action not only when 
sick, but to keep from getting sick by 
improving our health patterns. You 
should join this trend. Examine your 
eating habits to make sure that they 
are healthy, realize that regular exer¬ 
cise is important, and do whatever else 
might apply to your situation. The 
nineties are more stressful than many 
past times in our lives. Being subject 
to the additional stress makes having 
a healthier body especially important. 

Financial Preparation. For financial 
preparation start with an analysis of 
where you are. You need to understand 
your present position, including the 
kinds and amounts of assets you have 
and the nature of your liabilities. This 
analysis of where you are is an impor¬ 
tant starting point for the rest of fin¬ 
ancial preparation. Then you proceed 
with planning. Ask “What do I need 
to do, and what will it cost for each 
of the steps I’m going to take to get 
prepared for the nineties?” 

Next, you need to marshal your 
resources. That is, not only see what 
financial resources you have, but put 
them to work in the best possible 
fashion. You may have life insurance 
cash values, for example, that you can 
borrow. You may have other types of 
dormant assets that you could utilize. 
You may be surprised, if you examine 
your situation carefully, to find that 
you have more resources than you 
think. 

You should examine your spending 
patterns to see the changes you need. 
You try to accomplish two results with 
this examination. One is to free up 
funds to use to prepare in other areas. 
It has become harder to save money 
for many people, even during the eight¬ 
ies. It is likely to be more difficult in 
the nineties. 

If you can change your spending 
habits, you can free up funds to put 
to more important uses. The second 
purpose is worthwhile too. It is better 
to gradually adjust your living patterns 


beginning now than to wait until some¬ 
thing happens and try to adjust sud¬ 
denly to perhaps a much lower living 
standard. 

You should always have a liquid 
reserve fund, but it is especially impor¬ 
tant in the turbulent nineties for it 
to be adequate. A traditional rule of 
thumb is a reserve fund equal to six 
month’s income. It is more realistic to 
say six months living expenses (includ¬ 
ing debt payments) since that is the 
part of income which would need re¬ 
placing. The reserve fund can encom¬ 
pass a variety of assets, including a 
modest amount of cash kept at home, 
the minimum balance in your check¬ 
ing account, and a money market fund 
or money market deposit account. 
Some of your stored food and other 
usable items can be counted as part 
of your reserve fund. Given the degree 
of monetary turmoil that is possible, 
including pre-1964 silver coins is 
advisable. 

With the widespread bank and sav¬ 
ings & loan failures you may worry 
about keeping part of your reserve 
fund in deposit accounts. In the past 
I’ve advised people not to worry about 
deposit accounts in spite of the wide¬ 
spread bank and savings & loan fail¬ 
ures. This was because the FDIC has 
generally arranged for another bank 
to take over the accounts of a failed 
bank with little or no inconvenience 
for smaller depositors. Alarmists point 
to the small reserves held by this 
agency in comparison to the potential

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losses. This overlooks the ability of the 
U.S. Treasury to create money to back 
them up. However, it is possible that 
the number of bank failures in the 
nineties could temporarily overwhelm 
the resources (personnel as much as 
financial) of the FDIC. Thus, it seems 
wise not to keep all your deposits in 
any single bank. 

The last suggestion here may sound 
strange. You should avoid debt. There 
is a common view that in times of infla¬ 
tion you ought to go into debt because 
“you pay it off in cheaper dollars.” But 
the dollars are cheaper to pay off the 
debt later only if your income increases 
faster than the rate of inflation. In 
fact, it often happens for many in a 
period of inflation that our dept-carry- 
mg capacity doesn’t increase. Rather, 
it decreases because of the increased 
cost of living in relation to after-tax 
income. 

Survivalists may be tempted to ig¬ 
nore the dangers of debt, thinking that 
in case of a major collapse, whether 
from war or internal causes, it will no 
longer matter. However, when we are 
in a period of turmoil like we’re talk¬ 
ing about, there is a greater risk of 
interrupted income and having your 
debt carrying capacity reduced. There 
might be some exceptions (such as an 
investment which pays for itself), but 
in general the best policy is to avoid 
debt in a period such as the nineties 
are likely to be. It would be unfortunate 
for your long-term preparations to be 
sidetracked by financial problems in 
the near term. 

Relational Preparation. There are 
several important aspects of relational 
preparation, including our family rela¬ 
tionships. One is better off to have 
some kind of support group that you 
can depend on and work with. A co-op 
can help. Most of them emphasize cur¬ 
rent fresh produce and similar foods, 
but they don’t have to. They can be 
more oriented toward working together 
to prepare for turbulent times. Another 
possibility is neighborhood groups. If 
you are in an area where some of your 
neighbors are concerned as well, a 
neighborhood group makes a great deal 
of sense. If nothing else, you should 
have an informal network of concerned 
contacts and friends with whom you 
might be able to work. 

We can anticipate greater turbulence 
in our society and economy in the nine¬ 
ties than we experienced in the eight¬ 
ies. Consider wlr-.t adjustments you 

need in your preparation to survive 
the problems such turbulence could 
bring. •

A RMAMENT Systems and Proce¬ 
dures (ASP) batons are 100 per¬ 
cent American made and guaranteed 

for life. 

Designed for law enforcement and 
military professionals, the ASP batons 
have distinct advantages over other 
impact weapons. 

They are also useful for civilians as 
defensive, non-lethal weapons. They are 
stored or carried in collapsed, compact 
and inconspicuous form. A quick flick 
of the wrist and the baton telescopes 
out and locks in its open position to 
become an intimidating steel rod. 
When a baton is opened in front of an 
assailant it sends a “message” that 
the user means business. The baton 
will not collapse unless it is struck 
against a non-giving surface, such as 
concrete. 

The steel that comprises the tubing 
of an ASP baton is made from the same 
steel family that is used on the cyl¬ 
inders of revolvers. The finish is chrome. 
The foamed vinyl used on the grips 
is extremely durable and available only 
from one manufacturer. 

ASP batons are used by hundreds of 
law enforcement agencies in the U.S., 
including the FBI, DEA, Coast Guard 
and Secret Service. Police departments 
find the ASP batons are desirable 
because, unlike the large fixed batons 
which are cumbersome to carry, the 
ASP weapons are compact and fit 
nicely on duty belts. 

The ASP baton locks in place when 
snapped open by use of a deadlock 
taper.

Exactor Pistols 


AM-Line is a well known and 
XV respected name in the firearms 

industry. 

Ram-Line stocks, magazines and 
other accessories for a wide assort¬ 
ment of handguns and rifles are popu¬ 
lar and well made. 

The firm recently made its debut as 
a gun manufacturer with the introduc¬ 
tion of its new ultra lightweight “Exac¬ 
tor” .22 LR semiautomatic pistol made 
with high tech polymer and steel parts. 
The first of what has become a grow¬ 
ing line of Exactors is now called the 
Dynamic Exactor. This pistol was 
named Handgun of the Year for 1990 
by the American Firearms Industry 
(N.A.F.L.F.D.). It’s the lightest weight 
and highest capacity (15-round maga¬ 
zine capacity) of any .22 LR pistol on 
the market. 

More recently, Ram-Line has come 
out with a Conventional Exactor model 
(referring to the grip), and a new Tar¬ 
get model with 8-inch barrel. 

The Dynamic model with 5.5-inch 
barrel weighs just 20.3 ounces empty, 
while the Conventional 5.5-inch model 
weighs 21 ounces and the Target Model 
is 23 ounces. 

The firm has also introduced a num¬ 
ber of accessories for these guns, in¬ 
cluding new adjustable sights, 20-round 
magazines and even colored receivers. 

Also shown in this article is an 
experimental Exactor compact model 
with 4-inch barrel and 13-round maga¬ 
zine. This gun is only a prototype. It 
weighed in at a little under 20 ounces 
empty. If a demand develops for it, a 
production model may not be far be¬ 
hind. The word is there may soon be 
other caliber versions of this increas¬ 
ingly popular handgun as well. 

The original Exactor with 5.5-inch 
barrel has what is referred to as a 
“Dynamic” one-piece grip. It’s engin¬ 
eered to fit the human hand naturally 
and is tapered from top to bottom with 
a contour in the palm area. The one- 
piece grip which constitutes the lower 
receiver, along with the patented hy¬ 
brid barrel and other parts, are made 
of a glass-filled injection molded poly¬ 
mer compound which is very similar to 
the material used on the stocks and

pistol grips of our military’s M16 rifles. 
It’s very light in weight and extremely 
strong. Ram-Line now has a “Conven¬ 
tional” grip Exactor model with a grip 
configuration similar to that found on 
the 1911A1 .45 pistols. Both types of 
grip take the 15- or 20-round clear plas¬ 
tic Ram-Line magazines. These clear 
plastic magazines allow the user to see 
how many rounds are loaded at any 
time. Each type of grip uses magazines 
designed just for it so make sure you 
specify what type grip you have in 
ordering additional magazines. 

The barrels of the Exactors are a 
hybrid of polymers and steel liners 
(bores). The receivers (actually the 
upper receivers) are aluminum alloy 
and the bolts are tool steel. 

The Exactor’s patented constant force 
sear gives the shooter a smooth, con¬ 
sistent trigger pull right out of the box. 
The Thrget model has a special 3-pound 
trigger pull. 

The safety lever on these guns can 
be activated with the thumb of the 
right hand without changing your grip.

Most of us don't like getting jabbed, but the 
procedure is basically painless and possibly life 
saving if the blood sample reveals a cholesterol 
abnormality. 


Even though the heart pumps the body's blood, it is still itself a 
muscle that needs a supply of blood. This is done through the 
coronary arteries, the small vessels pictured on this model. 
Blockage of these vessels by plaques is what causes a heart 
attack. 




The photo at left is of a healthy coronary artery with no blockage to restrict blood 
flow. The photo on the right contains a plaque made up of a cholesterol-rich fatty 
deposit called an atheroma and some blood called a thrombi that forms on the a 
roughened surface of a plaque.

J F you live in the city, are old or 
young, male or female, there is a 
silent killer deadlier than any sniper 
waiting to claim you as one of the half 
million who die in the U.S. each year 
from coronary heart disease. 

According to a recent speaker at a 
1991 Lipid Intervention Conference 
sponsored by Merck, Sharp & Dohme 
that my brother Matt, a family prac¬ 
titioner, and I were fortunate to hear 


on the topic of cholesterol (hypercholes¬ 
terolemia), it was stated that over 7 
million Americans suffer from recog¬ 
nized coronary heart disease (CHD) 
while three or four times that number 
have it but are not aware of the poten¬ 
tial disaster waiting to happen. 

Annually, CHD kills more than all 
forms of cancer combined. Without 
quality medical check-ups or physical 
signs of heart disease, the sad fact is 
that many are not aware of the risk 
until it is too late. 


Yet, as bleak as this sounds, there 
is something that can be done through 
the use of blood chemistry. 

With this simple testing, certain 
blood chemical abnormalities as per¬ 
taining to a high cholesterol or tri¬ 
glyceride can be discovered. These are 
values that if properly interpreted can 
be used to begin treatment to stop this 
health sniper in its tracks. With the 
way Americans are unnecessarily dy¬ 
ing, this disorder has to be addressed. 

Tb best understand this topic by bet- 
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ter knowing the enemy, a review of 
coronary heart disease along with the 
defining of some basic terms through 
questions and answers is in order. 
Although a different approach to a 
presentation, I hope that this format 
will answer questions you may have 
while presenting a lot of new infor¬ 
mation that can be easily grasped. 

WHY IS CHOLESTEROL IMPOR¬ 
TANT? 

Tb simply answer this, it is a major 
risk factor for developing CHD or coro¬ 
nary heart disease. As your cholesterol 
levels rise, the chance for developing 
heart disease also increases. 

WHAT IS CHOLESTEROL? 

Chemically, it is simply lipid or a 
substance that is highly fat soluble but 
only slightly soluble in water. Included 
within the term lipid are groups of 
fatty substances that in itself includes 
STEROLS, TRIGLYCERIDES and 
PHOSPHOLIPIDS. The important 
thing to know about these three is 
that cholesterol, or the sterol of ver¬ 
tebrates, is often converted into hor¬ 
mones and vitamins; phospholipids are 
necessary parts of a cell’s membrane 
while triglycerides are the body’s prin¬ 
cipal fat or fatty substance that is 
measured in your blood. Triglycerides 
form the bulk of the body’s fat which 
is stored for later use as energy. One 
cause of a low triglyceride can be mal¬ 
nutrition which makes sense since 
when starving, your body draws upon 
its stores of sugars, fats, proteins, etc. 
A few causes for an increased value 
could be pregnancy, pancreatitis, dia¬ 
betes mellitus, nephrotic syndrome, 
familial hypertriglyceridemia or a 
liver disease. 

WHEN DOES CHOLESTEROL BE¬ 
COME A HEALTH RISK? 

Again, simply speaking, when there 
is more of this fat-like substance in 
your body than is needed. 

WHERE DOES CHOLESTEROL 
COME FROM? 

The liver makes most of it from var¬ 
ious foods and especially from satu¬ 
rated fats, or fats that mainly come 
from animals and tends to be solid at 
room temperatures. These should be 
less than 10 percent of your diet. They 
include foods that contain peanut oils 
or animal fats as whole milk, some 
cheeses, eggs, creams or butters and 
foods packaged in it, to name the most 
popular ones. Therefore, the liver 
makes cholesterol and it is gotten 
through direct absorption from many 
of the foods we eat. 

SINCE A MAJOR HEALTH CON¬ 
CERN IS CHOLESTEROL, IT THERE¬ 


FORE MUST ALL BE BAD 

Ibo much of anything is bad and how 
much is too much depends on many 
factors as age, genetics, male or female 
sex, habits, health, etc. The part of 
cholesterol which we seldom hear about 
are its positive functions. First, it is 
needed by the body’s cells to make cer¬ 
tain membranes. It is necessary to 
make some hormones, vitamin D and 
bile salts, which are sodium salts of 
bile acid and are normally in bile. 
This fluid that is secreted by the liver 
and dumped into the small intestine, 
specifically the duodenum, aids in the 
digestion and absorption of fats. Cho¬ 
lesterol is also involved in the trans¬ 
portation of fats in the blood to tissues 
in the body. The main fat in the body, 
or triglycerides, are found in the body’s 
fat stores where it acts as an energy 
reserve as well as provides protection 
to some organs and insulation to the 
body as a whole. Bile acids are made 
from cholesterol exclusively in the liver. 

When the total cholesterol and/or 
triglycerides are high, then it is time 
to check some other values. Tb get a 
handle on this, a few more definitions 
are in order. 

WHAT ARE THE FOUR CLASSES 
OF LIPOPROTEINS AND THEIR 
IMPORTANT FUNCTIONS? 

Lipids, carried in the blood, bound 
to protein are called LIPOPROTEINS. 
They help to regulate the blood choles¬ 
terol levels. Since cholesterol is not 
dissolved in the blood, lipoproteins 
“carry” it. The four classes of lipo¬ 
proteins are: first, the CM, chylomi¬ 
crons. These are the largest lipoproteins 
and are normally present only after 
the eating of fat. They transport 
ingested fats! Secondly, the VLDL or 
very low density lipoproteins contain 
mostly triglycerides. They are produced 
in the liver. Next we have the LDL or 
low density lipoproteins which mostly 
contain cholesterol and are from VLDL 
metabolism. It is responsible for 
depositing cholesterol in the lumen of 
the arteries. The last class is HDL or 
high density lipoprotein. This is known 
as the good guy since it picks up 
cholesterol and carries it back to the 
liver for processing and EXCRETION. 
It is formed in the liver and intestines. 
The VLDL and LDL carry cholesterol 
through the blood and deposit it in 
cells. This is where you later get into 
trouble since when excess cholesterol 
builds up on arterial walls, you get 
what is known as an atherosclerotic 
plague. This is correlated with block¬ 
age (occlusion) of arteries which leads 
to a heart attack. 


TO VIEW THE OVERALL PIC¬ 
TURE OF RISK FACTORS TO COR¬ 
ONARY HEART DISEASE, WHAT 
ARE THEY AND WHERE DOES 
CHOLESTEROL FIT IN? 

The most important risk factors to 
developing coronary heart disease, bet¬ 
ter known as CHD are the following: 

A high cholesterol (hypercholester¬ 
olemia); A high blood pressure (hyper¬ 
tension); Smoking cigarettes/chewing 
tobacco; Having diabetes mellitus, 
types 1 or 2. 

Other risk factors are: 

Being born a male; Increasing age 
(There is evidence that the treatment 
of high blood cholesterol in someone 
elderly could be as beneficial as in 
someone younger. Do not ignore this 
factor just because you are no longer 
21); Low HDL levels, meaning less then 
35 mg/dL; family history of hyper¬ 
lipidemia or a family member who has 
or had CHD at an early age; Being 
30 percent overweight; Living a seden¬ 
tary lifestyle; having a Type A or 
aggressive personality; You having a 
history of cerebrovascular or occlusive 
peripheral vascular disease; having a 
daily high fat diet. 

On looking back over this list you 
will notice that many of these are risks 
that you were NOT born with, mean¬ 
ing that self control and/or medical 
intervention can change or eliminate 
them as a risk to you. 

HOW DO WE KNOW THAT CHO¬ 
LESTEROL IS RELATED TO CHD? 

Various studies have indicated this 
such as The Framingham Heart Study 
which began in 1949 with over 5,000 
men and women aged 30 to 65. It 
demonstrated that a high total cho¬ 
lesterol is a risk factor for CHD. Since 
that study there have been others, 
such as the Multiple Risk Interven¬ 
tion Trial that came to this same 
conclusion. 

For those of you who like to think 
in percentages, data from these studies 
has shown that for every 1 percent you 
go up on the cholesterol scale, the 
subsequent heart attack rate goes up 
2 percent. If you already have a high 
cholesterol, you can look at this by 
how much your risk is lessened by 
dropping a few percentages on the scale. 
You can either increase or decrease 
your risks for a heart attack. 

WHEN AND WHO SHOULD BE 
TESTED FOR CHOLESTEROL? 

The American Heart Association 

recommends that all adults over 20 
years old should be tested at least 
once every 5 years. When it comes to 
children, they should also be screened 
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Cholesterol and Heart Disease 


If they are from a high risk family. 
This refers to a family that a parent 
or a brother/sister had a heart attack 
(myocardial infarction) or sudden death 
before age 55. 

WHAT NUMBERS SHOULD I BE 
AWARE OF? 

Generally speaking, your TOTAL 
CHOLESTEROL should be under 200 
mg/dL. If over 240, this is considered 
high and you should get a lipoprotein 
analysis if two or more follow-up read¬ 
ings confirm this. Other numbers to 
be aware of are: 

LDL; Should be below 130 to 160mg/ 
dL, depending on additional risk 

factors. 

This is an estimated number arrived 
at through the following formula: 

LDL=Tbtal Cholesterol - HDL - 
Triglycerides 5 

If the triglyceride level is greater 



than 400 mg/dL, this formula is not 
as accurate and therefore, the LDL 
should be arrived at by ultracentrifu¬ 
gation. Because these increase after 
a meal, you should fast for 12 hours 
before the test is done. 

HDL: Due to its protective role, this 
should be ELEVATED or generally 
ABOVE 35 mg/dL. 

TRIGLYCERIDE: Normal range is 
between 20-180 mg/dL. 

Another number is the HDL RATIO 
RISK which should be under 4.5 with 
3.5 being ideal. It is arrived at by the 
following formula: 

Tbtal Cholesterol HDL = 

An example of this would be a patient 
with a Tbtal cholesterol of 397 mg/dL 
and an HDL of 48. His ratio risk when 
divided out would be 8.27 or elevated. 

I believe that you now have a better 
idea of how cholesterol fits into the risk 
of developing CHD. If you have a high 
cholesterol level in your blood and do 
not take care of it while you are sym¬ 
ptom free, by the time you get chest 


pains, say 5-10 years down the road, 
you are already in serious trouble. The 
coronary occlusion from plaque for¬ 
mation is best treated and therefore 
stopped before it gets started. 

We are now ready to mention a little 
about the types of primary hyperlipo- 
protemias (excess of lipoproteins in the 
blood), of which there are types 1, 2a, 
2b, 3, 4 and 5. The lab data covered 
as well as the clinical findings and his¬ 
tory are all used to put someone with 
a problem into a specific group. This 
is important since, depending where 
you land, the treatment could be weight 
loss/diet and/or medication. Problems 
as a result of the type you may have 
could range from xanthomas to prema¬ 
ture atherosclerosis and/or pancreati¬ 
tis, etc. 

I do not feel that much would be 
served by a detailed discussion of the

various medicines available since they 
must all be ordered by your medical 
doctor, except one, the vitamin nico¬ 
tinic acid or niacin. It can be used 
along with diet for all types except 
type 1. This sounds simple but it is 
not since this over-the-counter medi¬ 
cine can cause stomach upset, flush¬ 
ing, hyperuricemia and liver damage. 
This is why your liver functions with 
its use should be monitored, a test 
your doctor has to order. What this all 
boils down to is if you need to be 
treated, then seek a qualified doctor 
who is up-to-date on this disorder and 
who will logically treat the whole 
problem and not simply a patient’s 
symptoms. You cannot ignore the 
causes. I am sorry to say that not all 
doctors, no matter how many certifi¬ 
cations are behind their name, are 
good. 

An example could be a patient with 
chest pains. Tbo many doctors will 
prescribe a medicine to stop the pain 
without going after the cause. With 



today’s modern lab equipment and 

awareness of the pitfalls of too much 
cholesterol, there is no excuse for a 
doctor not to treat the cause of coron¬ 
ary occlusion with medications, diet/ 
habit modifications and an exercise 
program. Another problem concerns 
lab values since what is a normal num¬ 
ber for one lab could be a high num¬ 
ber for another. Follow what the nor¬ 
mal values for that lab are. 

Diet & Prevention — Due to the 
importance of diet in prevention and 
treatment, this next section is appro¬ 
priate to complete this presentation 

When you think of diet, you should 
be concerned with saturated fats which 
should be less than 10 percent of your 
intake. These, as previously mentioned 
are creams, butter, whole milk, etc. 
The other fat is the unsaturated ver¬ 
sion that includes low fat cottage 
cheese, sea food, etc. 

Generally speaking, you should only 
have two eggs a week since the yolk 
is loaded with cholesterol. Also, eat 
lean meats, chicken without the skin, 
turkey, some fish, green vegetables, etc. 
Oat bran found in cereals is also good 
since it binds bile acids, which in¬ 
creases the proportion of liver choles¬ 
terol that forms new bile acids instead 
of forming new low density lipoproteins. 

Avoid bacon, sausage, high fat and 
deli meats, some hot dogs, etc., all the 
things I personally like to eat 

Even when being careful, you can 
consume the wrong things. An exam¬ 
ple is peanut butter that advertises 
NO cholesterol. The overlooked pro¬ 
blem is that it is loaded with saturated 
fats which is just as bad. 

Also, be careful how you cook that 
food. Thke a raw potato, it has about 
7 percent fat. Make it into french fries 
and it is now 77 percent fat. It is 
generally best to bake or broil and not 
fry in grease. Cut away all fat before 
cooking! 

Tb get a better handle on what is 
good for you, read the packages and 
mostly purchase low fat foods. But 
then, careful with all of the artificial 
chemicals you may be pouring into 
your system. 

You can not cut it all out and your 
body does need a variety of food for 
a balanced diet. With exercise and 
being careful what you eat, you will 
be a survivor by stopping this sniper 
in its tracks. •

Hurricanes 


There is nothing we can do to prevent hurricanes but preparedness and 
awareness can keep you ready to take protective action . . .

J N 1900, the year of the turn of the 
century, it was a time for Ameri¬ 
cans to be proud. 

We had just won a two ocean war 
with a major European nation. Presi¬ 
dent McKinley had announced a $46 
million surplus in the Treasury, and 
the newspapers told tales of our brave 
troops battling the Boxers in China 
while Carrie Nation fought her own 
battle against booze by chopping the 


spirits out of America’s saloons. 

Americans felt all-powerful. If we 
remembered anything about nature’s 
destructive fury, such thoughts were 
fading. Certainly few thought of the 
Peshtigo, Wisconsin, forest fire that 
had killed 1,182 in 1871. The Johns¬ 
town flood’s fury of 1889 had swept 
the lives of 2,200. Somewhere in the 
backs of our minds we knew that na¬ 
ture was a powerful force; still, few 
paid attention to the Havana weather 
station’s report of a small growing hur¬ 


ricane in the eastern Caribbean. 

In Galveston, Tfexas, 1,500 miles from 
the infant storm, 25,000 residents went 
about their business as thousands of 
vacationers frolicked in the surf and 
sand. Even Isaac Monroe Cline, chief 
forecaster at Galveston's weather 
bureau took little notice. At first. 

On September 4, the storm was pass¬ 
ing north over Cuba. The next day he 
heard, at 11:20, that it was nearing 
Key West. Thursday, the following day, 
there was no word. Friday the baro-

metric pressure in Galveston began to 
drop as the winds freshened. 

Cline hoisted storm warning flags 
Friday afternoon. During the night the 
winds increased. Saturday morning 
Cline found several inches of water 
around his house and knew the storm 
tide had already risen over five feet. 
His suspicions settled into a dead cer¬ 
tainty. Quickly he harnessed his horse 
to the sulky and raced to the beach 
where throngs of tourists seeking relief 
from the late summer's heat flirted

with the great waves then rolling 
ashore. 

Screaming to be heard over the roar 
of the surf, Cline pleaded with the 
bathers to make for the high ground 
in the center of town, a mere 15 feet 
higher than the beach, a slight advan¬ 
tage that could still save lives in the 
face of the tidal crest. Some listened; 
many didn't. 

At noon Cline knew he'd done all he 
could and whipped his tired horse back 
to the telegraph office. In the face of 


a serious storm he sought to summon 
help, but the lines were down. Dis¬ 
couraged, he made his way to the tele¬ 
phone office and was able to place a 
call to his superiors in Houston. That 
was Galveston's last contact with the 
outside world until the storm had 
passed. At five o’clock the anemometer 
atop the weather bureau office was 
blown away. The winds has surpassed 
100 mph, its highest reading. 

As Cline struggled home to help his 
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family, he found that people were liter¬ 
ally being blown about the streets. One 
big, wind-driven man rolled down the 
center of a street like a bowling ball. 
The slate shingles that had replaced 
cedar shingles as a fire preventative 
whistled through the air like meat 
cleavers, whacking off arms, carving 
heads from bodies. 

At eight o’clock the water had risen 
about 10 feet. Ships had broken from 
their moorings, and huge, ocean-going 
vessels drifted inland, bobbing and 
slewing against floating houses, crush¬ 
ing them to tinder. 

And then the monstrous storm surge 
thundered ashore with a swell that 
lifted the water 20 feet above normal 
sea level. 

. At one moment Cline stood in his 
parlor, ankle deep in seawater; in the 
next, the water rose to his armpits as 
a huge boom rumbled through the 
house. The next crash tore walls from 
ceiling, from roof. The house disin¬ 
tegrated. 

Cline and his wife huddled their baby 
between them as they clung to a sec¬ 
tion of wall. Sometime during the night 
his wife was swept away and Cline was 
knocked unconscious. When he revived, 
he was relieved to find that he was still 
clutching his child. At last his make¬ 
shift raft lodged on a bit of high 
ground where he and his child cringed 
through the rest of the night, always 
fearful of being swept out into the Gulf. 

The morning’s light discovered a 
world of horrors: the body of Cline’s 
wife was snagged to the underside of 
the wall raft, just inches away. A baby 
dangled from a roof where its dis¬ 
traught parents had nailed its wrist 
in a vain attempt to save its life. Bod¬ 
ies were piled high, as the day cleared, 
their stench became overwhelming. 
Worst, perhaps, were the ghoulish 
looters moving among the dead and 
sometimes victimizing the living. Many 
were shot by armed civilians and 
National Guardsmen who recognized 
the human vermin for what they were. 

In spite of relief efforts led by 
sprightly 79-year-old Clara Barton, who 
later founded the Red Cross, conser¬ 
vative estimates put the toll at 6,000 
dead in the city and 2,000 elsewhere. 
Although tourists, transients and sea¬ 
men were not counted, the official, con¬ 
servative numbers tagged Galveston’s 
devastation the worst natural disaster 
in American history. 

Storms like the one that hit Gal¬ 
veston nearly a century ago bear differ¬ 
ent names depending on where they 
wreak their destruction. Our textbooks 


call them all tropical cyclones, and 
from the Indian Ocean to the Arabian 
Sea they are called cyclones. In the 
Western Pacific and Asia they’re known 
as typhoons. We call our Atlantic, 
Caribbean and eastern Pacific storms 
hurricanes. 

Most Devastating Weather — A hur¬ 
ricane is weather at its most devastat¬ 
ing. While a tornado’s winds may reach 
higher velocities, nothing spreads its 
fury over so wide an area as the hur¬ 
ricane. And it may spawn its own tor¬ 
nadoes. Hurricane force winds gusting 
to 200 mph or more may extend over 
areas stretching 200 miles. Gale force 
winds may extend over 600 miles. Some 
large hurricanes have spread their 
influence in a band more than 1,200 
miles wide. And that breadth may 
stretch along a path of destruction 
hundreds of miles long as the hurri¬ 
cane blows out in power in what may 
be a few hours or weeks. In 1899 the 
San Ciriaco storm blew for nearly five 
weeks. As a hurricane moves along at 
15 to 25 knots (or more) it can travel 
well over a thousand miles at sea and 
then go another thousand over land. 
In 1969, “Camille” travelled a 1,120 
mile arc from Louisiana to Virginia. 

The immense strength of a hurri¬ 
cane is difficult to grasp. The power 
produced by a typical storm in a single 
day is about the same as the United 
States’ total output of electrical energy 
for an entire year. The average hur¬ 
ricane holds dynamic forces equal to 
500,000 atomic bombs of the Nagasaki 
type. 

A hurricane is a gigantic heat engine 
feeding off huge quantities of hot, moist 
air. To fuel this wind monster a vast 
surface of water at least 81 degrees 
Fahrenheit is needed. Rarely, hurri¬ 
canes can form over water as cold as 
75 degrees Fahrenheit if much colder 
air is present aloft. But most frequently 
they form in a belt from 5 degrees to 
20 degrees latitude just north and south 
of the equator. Here vast tropical seas 
provide the heat to keep the warm 
vapor swirling into the growing, ris¬ 
ing, upward spiral. 

The winds obey the law of conser¬ 
vation of angular momentum: any 
rotating object gains speed as it nears 
the center of its axis. Consider the 
figure skater beginning her spin with 
arms extended. When she pulls her 
arms in, hugging her body, the veloc¬ 
ity of her spin increases. In the same 
way as the storm’s winds begin to 
turn, their very motion impels greater 
acceleration. 


The trigger that sets the roiling 
mass of warm air into its initial turn¬ 
ing is the earth’s rotation. Few hurri¬ 
canes begin at or near the warm equa¬ 
tor where we might expect them to 
form. This is because of the Coriolis 
effect, a phenomenon named for the 
French scientist who first expounded 
it in 1835. 

The Coriolis phenomenon occurs 
whenever an object is in motion across 
another already moving object. Since 
the earth is in rotation, anyone want¬ 
ing to go from point A to point B must 
consider that point B is moving. This 
rotation explains why a rocket’s path 
appears to curve to one side when it 
is viewed from the ground. From space 
the same path will appear absolutely 
straight. The Coriolis effect played hob 
with the first long range naval gun¬ 
ners. But more significantly it explains 
why storms in the northern hemi¬ 
sphere veer to the right into an anti¬ 
clockwise, cyclonic spiral but in the 
southern hemisphere deflect to the left 
into a clockwise, anti-cyclonic spiral. 
That is also why for the Coriolis effect 
to provide the nudge that begins the 
spin, the body of warm, moist air must 
be at least five to six degrees north 
or south of the equator. Close to, or 
on the equator, the path of the air mass 
is directly perpendicular to the earth’s 
north-south polar axis. Thus, at the 
equator the air mass tumbles around 
the axis rather than being drawn 
inward towards the central force of its 
polar spin. 

Once started, the hurricane gener¬ 
ates its own power like the fire in the 
belly of a stove superheating its chim¬ 
ney. The faster it spins, the more warm 
moist air it draws in, the greater the 
force expelling it in a spiral upwards, 
the larger it grows, pulling in yet more 
warm air. 

Only three actions can diminish a 
hurricane. One is a move over ocean 
waters too cool to supply the needed 
warm vapors. The second is a move onto 
land with its greater friction of wind 
resistance. Third, another weather sys¬ 
tem may interfere with the hurricane’s 
large scale, high-altitude air flow. 

Over its life span a hurricane may 
fall into various classifications. By 
international agreement measured 
wind speeds determine these classes. 
Incipient storms are labelled “tropical 
disturbances.” Those with winds under 
61 kilometers per hour are “tropical 
depressions.” “Tropical storms” are 
characterized by winds ranging in 
velocity from 61 to 115 kilometers per 
hour. A hurricane must have winds 
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exceeding 115 kilometers an hour. 

A hurricane is often preceded by a 

spell of fine weather caused by the 
divergence of the prevailing winds in 
front of it. Before the advent of weather 
satellites and other sophisticated 
meteorological gear, this made hurri¬ 
canes doubly dangerous. The telltale 
signs of the hurricane’s approach are 
few, and the deceptively beautiful 
weather is a cruel mask for what lies 
behind it. 

Early efforts at prediction relied on 
such folkways as grandpa’s rheuma¬ 
tism. The Seminole Indians headed for 
the high ground when the sawgrass 
began to bloom. Others thought they 
could predict the storms by the “feel” 
of the air. Those who looked to the 
skies for a sign were closer to the 
right track for a broad trail of cirrus 
clouds is one harbinger. 

Heavy showers may fall 310 to 370 
miles ahead of the hurricane. And the 
storm itself will eventually appear as 
a distant wall of towering cumulo¬ 
nimbus, but by the time you can spot 
that, you’ll have to move fast. Perhaps 
the surest natural indicator is the sea. 
Watch the waves for the distance be¬ 
tween the crests will widen as the 
troughs lengthen. This change prob¬ 
ably is caused by the storm’s low pres¬ 
sure pulling up a huge dome of water 
under the eye, the center of the storm’s 
power. The most positive signs of the 
storm’s approach may be found on the 
barometer’s scale as it marks the fall¬ 
ing atmospheric pressure. 

Survival — The best way to survive a 
hurricane is to pay heed to warnings 
from the National Weather Service and 
evacuate threatened areas. But before 
leaving take the time to shut off all 
utilities at the meter. Police up all 
loose objects from your yard. Nail ply¬ 
wood securely over all windows and 
unreinfbreed doors. A major factor 
increasing the destructive force of wind 
damage is the result of the wind’s 
hurling objects through glass and then 
exerting pressure under the roof to tear 
it off. Without the binding weight of 
a roof, a structure’s walls are soon 
ripped apart. 

If you have a small craft, get it out 
of the water. Do not park it under trees. 
If possible, park it between two build¬ 
ings and then anchor it with tie downs 
across the top of boat and trailer. Be 
sure to drive long stakes deep into the 
ground to secure the tie downs. And 


finally, pull any drain plugs to allow 
water to run off. 

If the boat is too large to get out of 
the water, choose a sheltered inlet — 
the narrower the waterway the better. 
Use staked tie downs from port and 
starboard in addition to conventional 
moorings. Batten all hatches and cover 
all the glass you can. Where feasible 
remove delicate external navigational 
and communications equipment. 

Garage any vehicles left behind or 
at least park them between buildings, 
block the wheels and use staked tie 
downs where appropriate. 

The damage inflicted by a hurricane 
is awesome. One way it inflicts damage 
is by the strength of winds gusting over 
200 mph. The torrential rains accom¬ 
panying the storm are a second means 
of inflicting damage. In April, 1958 at 



Aurere on Reunion Island a typhoon 
dropped 62.3 inches of rain in 24 hours. 
Two days after landfall in 1969, a stead¬ 
ily weakening Camille dropped 20 
inches of rain in the Blue Ridge Moun¬ 
tains of Virginia. The flooding killed 
150. But the hurricane’s most devastat¬ 
ing means of destruction is the storm 
surge. The storm surge is a huge dome 
of water up to 65 to 80 kilometers across 
that follows the eye of the storm across 
the ocean. A surge of 5 meters in height 
is deemed catastrophic. In Calcutta on 
October 7,1737al2 meter surge killed 
300,000. 

One of the greatest hazards is as¬ 
sociated with the eye, that unnatur¬ 
ally calm region at the core of the 
swirling winds. The winds subside 
inside the curve of the great storm’s 
walls, temperatures climb 46 to 50 
degrees and the air lightens signifi¬ 
cantly compared to the dark, whistling 
clouds surrounding it. After weather¬ 
ing the first howling gusts of the hur¬ 
ricane, many feel an overpowering urge 
to escape their confinement or a com¬ 
pelling curiosity to view the extent of 
the destruction. But the winds behind 


the eye are the most powerful in the 
storm, and while the eye may spend 
an hour over an area, it can pass in 
minutes, leaving those who’ve left their 
havens virtually naked in the face of 
the storm’s worst powers. 

The calm eye of the storm is also 
known to fool birds which may be 
caught in the calm and unwittingly 
transported to distant, unfamiliar 
lands. Ships at sea passing through the 
eye have found their decks littered 
with exhausted birds. Tropical birds 
known only in the Lesser Antilles have 
been found in abundance in New Eng¬ 
land after the storm’s passage. The 
theory is that birds are stranded in 
the eye as the weather worsens and 
forced to fly along with it until the 
winds dissipate. 

As the population increases along

our coastlines, the potential for cata¬ 
clysm grows. Although our early warn¬ 
ing technology has improved, evacu¬ 
ation routes have not been upgraded 
in response to population shifts. Even 
in areas where past disasters should 
provide ample warning, mankind may 
not be capable of adequate preparation. 

On November 13, 1970 a cyclone 
blew ashore in Bangladesh where most 
of the land is less than two meters 
above sea level. Although the official 
death toll is listed as 200,000, most 
experts believe 500,000 died. Twenty 
years later, April 30, 1991, another 
cyclone, one sporting winds clocked at 
145 mph, struck. While official esti¬ 
mates tallied a death toll of 135,000, 
other experts calculated the ultimate 
cost in human lives at, once again, 
500,000. 

There is nothing we can do to prevent 
hurricanes; their power is truly plane¬ 
tary. But preparedness and awareness 
can keep you ready to take action at 
first warning to protect your family and 
possessions. •

T HE folks at Lock & Load Distri¬ 
butors asked us to try out some 
rather interesting 12 gauge shotgun 
ammunition they are selling. 

First there’s the Micro-12 loads. 
These are 2-inch shells with full 
strength loads (3 V 2 dram equivalent) 
of number 4 buck and 00 buck which 
will fly out of your bore at nearly 
1,300 feet per second. Each shell holds 
9 pellets of 00 buck or 27 pellets of 
number 4 buck. 

These loads increase your magazine 
capacity by 20 percent or more. In test¬ 
ing these loads in a Beretta 1200FP 
semiautomatic shotgun, which nor¬ 
mally holds 6 2%-inch shells in the 
magazine, we were able to put 8 in 
the magazine. 

Patterns for both loads from 20 yards 
were excellent and there was no trou¬ 
ble cycling the shells in our semiau¬ 
tomatic shotgun. As with any full 
house load of 12 gauge, the recoil is 
substantial. 

The other interesting 12 gauge 
ammo from Lock & Load is their 
Shellcrackers. This stuff comes in 
the size of a standard 2%-inch shell 
but is very light weight. When fired 
they will travel about 100 yards and 
then explode with a loud bang and 
puff of white smoke. We fired our loads 
straight up in a canyon and the noise 
was impressive. 

These cycle best in pump-action shot¬ 
guns. They fired fine in our Beretta 
1200FP semiauto but we had to manu¬ 
ally eject each round and chamber 
another since there wasn’t enough 
recoil to cycle the action. 

The Shellcrackers are excellent for 
pest control and they are commonly 
used to scare away birds and garden 
pests. 

Either load of Micro-12 is $9.95 for 
a pack of six shells (call for shipping 
charges). Shellcrackers sell for $29.95 
for a box of 25 (call for shipping 
charges).

F OR those people who want a 
dependable yet affordably priced 
revolver for self defense or other uses, 
the New England Firearms Model R73 
Standard revolver in .32 H&R Mag¬ 
num caliber is worth considering. 

This revolver is available in .22LR, 
.22 Magnum and .32 H&R Mangum 
calibers, in several barrel lengths and 


in either blue or nickel finishes. 

We were loaned a sample in .32 H&R 
Magnum caliber with 2V2-inch barrel 
and corrosion resistant matte nickel 
finish with smooth walnut grips. 

NEF makes this caliber of Standard 
revolver in either 2V2-inch or 4-inch 
barrel lengths with blue finish and a 
4-inch barrel model in blue finish only. 
Suggested retail for our test sample 
is about $115. 

The cylinder holds 5 rounds. This is 
a double-/single-action revolver. Sights 
are a fixed rear square notch and front 


blade. The Standard revolver has a 
built-in transfer bar safety mechanism. 
When the hammer is pulled back 
manually into the cocked position (sin¬ 
gle action), the transfer-bar moves 
upward to form a bridge between the 
hammer and firing pin.

Will The EPA 


A ‘lead initiative* may ban lead from all consumer products. . . 

Ban Lead Ammo?

A S a gun writer, I can assure you 
that politics abound in the shoot¬ 
ing sports. One new arena is the rising 
controversy over lead. The Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency (EPA) is try¬ 
ing to down play reports of anti-lead 
campaigns aimed at ammunition, but 
the turbulent atmosphere involving 
lead makes it clear and obvious that 
ammunition can not be ignored. 

Repeated attempts to find solid 
information on the future of lead in 
ammunition from the EPA proved to 
be frustrating and unproductive. Phone 
calls were bounced from one office to 
another over a several week period of 
time. 

The EPA did make it clear that 
there is a “lead initiative.” The basic 
concept is to remove lead from all con¬ 
sumer products as soon as possible. 
Nobody can imagine that ammunition 


won’t be affected. 

Over the past several years the EPA 
has slowly moved into shooting activity 
based on lead concerns. Some indoor 
ranges were found to have poor ven¬ 
tilation, and people working in those 
areas did have lead levels in their 
blood above the acceptable levels. In 
a few cases the ranges closed, or ex¬ 
pensive ventilation equipment was 
installed. 

EPA was pressed to show a single 
death related to lead and shooting and 
failed to produce a single instance. 
When further pressed to show serious 
injury unquestionably related to lead 
from shooting, they also failed. The 
only evidence they had was people with 
the escalated levels of lead in their 
bodies, and in a few cases some minor 
medical discomforts that “may” have 
been related to the lead. 

Tbxicologists have long recognized the 
toxic effects of lead, but each individual 


has varied responses to high levels of 
lead. Most agree children are a primary 
concern for lead protection, but the EPA 
and others have failed to note the lack 
of young children around indoor gun 
ranges. 

We contacted several ammunition 
manufacturers and several said they 
knew nothing of possible future bans on 
lead. At least one major manufacturer 
is moving ahead with research on “lead 
free” ammunition, and makes it clear 
they expect a near total ban on lead 
in ammunition. 

CCI-Speer has patented a “lead free” 
primer for use on indoor ranges, and 
offers a fully plated bullet. The com¬ 
bination all but removes airborne lead. 
The firm admits that lead free primers 
are more difficult to ignite and notes 
that problem on boxes of the new pro¬ 
duct. They also admit that they have 
had problems with ignition in below 
zero weather, and problems with shelf 
life. For practice ammunition, these 
aren’t major problems. For defensive 
ammunition, it could be as dangerous 
as any airborne pollution, or more. 

A CCI spokesman claims that two 
workers on one of their ranges did 
have excessive lead levels, but that no 
serious health threat plagued the wor¬ 
kers and simple medical treatment was 
effective. We found few problems with 
workers in ammunition manufactur¬ 
ing that are exposed to lead on a daily 
basis. 

Most manufacturers claim that sim¬ 
ple procedures like washing your hands 
before leaving work or before consum¬ 
ing meals are a great help in reducing 
ingested lead. 

Minnesota Shooters Supply Incorpo¬ 
rated, a small Minnesota firm that 
loads over a million rounds of hand¬ 
gun and rifle ammunition a year and 
casts bullets, has monitored employee 
lead levels. Tb date, no concern has been 
expressed from the test results. Owner, 
Tbm Blair claims that even his chil-

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Will the EPA Ban Lead Ammo? 



dren have been checked and their level 
is below normal. 

With the EPA moving to ban lead 
from paint and gasoline among others, 
it seems strange that their silence on 
ammunition exists. Shooting sports use 
millions of pounds of lead each year. 

If lead is banned, the industry claims 
that any substitute would be a poor 
second choice and that ammunition 
prices will soar, ammunition will be 
less accurate, and less reliable. There 
is little debate on that scenario. 

The optimists claim that they expect 
at least an EPA requirement to man¬ 
date lead free primers and fully jack¬ 
eted bullets for indoor use, and close 
monitoring of outdoor ranges and strict 
containment standards. 

“Lead in the ground is always a con¬ 
cern. Shooting ranges are frequently 
found in gravel pits where the gravel 
is used for construction that can in¬ 
clude playgrounds and housing I can't 
imagine the EPA ignoring that,” one 
manufacturer claims. 

Others expect outdoor ranges to have 
expensive containment systems to 
allow removal of lead from areas that 
bullets are caught in. 

In Minnesota a major freeway project 
was halted when it was noticed the 
path of the freeway went through an 
old rifle range. The story made TV and 
state officials warned of the dangers 
and that in a few days a massive clean 
up campaign was taking place. 

On Monday morning when the offi¬ 


cials arrived with their outer space like 
suits and equipment, they were shock¬ 
ed to find the lead almost gone. It 
seemed shooters among others decend- 
ed on the area and “mined” the lead. 
We note the atmosphere of recycling 
with shooting has always been strong. 
Officials were stumped and construc¬ 
tion proceeded. So much for that 
problem. 

Considering what the EPA has done 
to paint and gasoline manufacturers 
who are far larger and more financed 
then the ammunition industry, it seems 
obvious that ammunition will prove to 
be an easy target. 

Hunting ammunition is designed to 
expose lead to the atmosphere and 
there is concern if the industry can 
find a suitable substitute. Anti-hunting 
crowds would love to ask for a ban on 
hunting because a humane bullet can't 
be found and used. 

In shotgun ammunition, the lead 
controversy had gone on since the ban 
of lead shot on water fowl. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that not one single death 
of a duck can be traced to the exclusive 
existence of lead. Sure, dead ducks have 
been found with lead in their body and 
blood, but the cause of death has never 
been traced to lead alone. 

One toxicologist notes that to die from 
lead poisoning you have to ingest very 
large amounts of lead over a long period 
of time. He doubts if ducks or water 
fowl live that long or find that much 
lead to allow lead to kill them. 


Range owners, manufacturers, and 

shooters agree that there needs to be 
monitoring of lead and concern for 
exposure, but claim a panic atmosphere 
is clouding legitimate concerns and 
progress. 

At this point the future of lead in 
ammunition is questionable, and 
nobody disagrees that drastic changes 
are on the horizon. Changes that will 
increase costs and alter your perfor¬ 
mance. “In 10 years you will look back 
on our present ammunition with the 
same eye you look at black powder 
ammunition at the turn of the cen¬ 
tury,” Tbm Blair of Minnesota Shooters 
Supply noted. 

The hysteria over lead is such that 
sane and logical approaches to the 
problem will be cast aside. There is 
nothing in our Constitution to protect 
our rights to ammunition, and the EPA 
does not need the permission of Con¬ 
gress to act. There is little the 
individual shooter can do until it will 
be too late. • 


ARE FIRING RANGES 
A HEALTH HAZARD? 

According to Gordon Anderson of the Min¬ 
nesota Pollution Control Agency, his office is 
providing input to the EPA on lead in regards 
to EPA’s “Toxic Substance Control Act,.” This 
includes effects of lead from various sources. 
EPA wants to know about “life cycle” review, 
or how lead cycles in the environment. 

Firing ranges also have to be aware of the 
“National Air Standard” for lead content, and 
this is where airborne lead is an issue. The issue 
crosses from the EPA to the Occupational Safety 
& Health Act, and OSHA becomes involved to 
protect people from the airborne lead. 

Gordon confirms the main concern over lead 
is with young children and the effect on learning. 
Granted, firing ranges are seldom frequented 
by children, but concern remains for female wor¬ 
kers of child bearing age, or lead transported 
into the home from the hands, clothing, shoes 
and other items of workers. 

The American Journal of Public Health, Vol. 
79 #8, published in August of 1989 researched 
lead levels in the blood of some people working 
on firing ranges and found elevated levels. The 
article notes the concerns, but there are no clear 
instances of disability. That doesn’t remove the 
concern, but the article does give some reason 
for concern. 

A typical skeet range may have existed for 
decades. With each pull of the trigger the shooter 
may release up to a full ounce of shot which 
will fall to earth a few hundred yards away. Over 
those decades the amount of lead may amount 
to thousands of tons in a very small area. Lead 
does not dissolve and will remain without break¬ 
ing down because it is an element. 

It is obvious that lead and shooting is going 
to surface as a major confrontation within the 
near future.

Planning For Survival 


An outline for beginners as well as some new 
insights for those already well along in their 
survival preparations. . .

J N light of recent events, such as 
the Persian Gulf War, terrorism, and 
economic instability, many individuals 
and families are taking a fresh look 
at the dreaded “S-word,” survivalism. 

As with any beginners, these people 
need some sort of plan for these un¬ 
charted waters. I hope that this article 
can give some useful guidance to those 
new to the field, and perhaps some new 
insights to others who have been left 
to their own devices in coming to grips 
with this virtually all-inclusive field. 

This plan consists of nine major 
points: 1. Determination; 2. Becoming/ 
staying healthy; 3. Allocating your 
Budget; 4. Developing plans of action; 
5. Have a “bug-out” kit; 6. Plan for 
duration; 7. Get training; 8. Practice; 
9. Don’t advertise. 

The first requirement to insuring 
your (and your family’s) longevity is 
DETERMINATION. You must want to 
survive. Contact others upon whom you 
might rely (and whom may likewise 


It’s hard to guess what type of survival situations 
you could find yourself in. Try to develop plans of 
action for the widest possible number of 
scenarios. 

rely upon you) in a crisis. This is not 
a game, although games can play a part 
in the training aspect. If we are to 
survive as individuals, as families, as 
a society, we cannot approach this as 
a one-person show. It will take cooper¬ 
ation of the highest order. The stakes 
are literally life and death. 

Many people take the attitude that 
“If it happens, I wouldn’t want to live 
anyway.” This is an attitude which 
almost guarantees defeat or death. A 
husband, father, or single mother with 
this attitude is virtually condemning 
his or her family to a similar fate. 

BECOME/STAY HEALTHY Every¬ 
one in the family or group should get 
a complete medical, dental and vision 
checkup. Find your weaknesses and 
limitations so you may cope with them, 
before they take you by surprise. Get 
caught up on immunizations such as 
tetanus, hepatitis, and measles. If eye¬ 
glasses or contacts are needed, get at 


least one spare pair, or save old ones. 
Stock up on cleaning solution if you 
wear contacts. Work to bring your teeth 
up to the healthiest level possible. A 
toothache can be a major problem even 
in normal times when a dentist is 
available. Imagine trying to make crit¬ 
ical decisions while suffering with a 
toothache when there may be few, if 
any, dentists in operation. 

Make sure your feet are in good con¬ 
dition. They may someday be your only 
mode of transportation. Begin and 
maintain an exercise program which 
balances strength with endurance and 
flexibility. Running, swimming, and 
stair climbing are all excellent con¬ 
ditioners. 

ALLOCATE PART OF YOUR BUD¬ 
GET. Acquire supplies as your budget 
allows. Be practical; set priorities. For 
example: set aside $10 per month for 
weaponry (including ammunition and 
cleaning supplies, ($10 per month for 
clothing (if you don’t have the proper 
clothing already on hand. Three-piece 
suits or tennis outfits have very limited 
survival applications), another $10 a 
month for reserve food and medical 
supplies, and so on. If money is tight, 
you can alternate purchases from 
month to month. 

The important thing is to make some 
sort of survival-based acquisition regu¬ 
larly, or at every opportunity. In mak- 



lf you want to be equipped with more than bare 
essentials during some emergency/disaster, plan 
ahead. 
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ing survival investments, you should 
consider the following points: a) Might 
you actually need it (Does it serve a 
legitimate survival need, such as 
food)? b) Do you have the skill to use 
it properly, and would you be able to 
repair it when it inevitably breaks 
down? c) Will it need something else, 
such as electricity, gas, heat, or water 
to operate? d) How many/much will you 
need, and how long do you expect it 
to last (see Plan For Duration)? e) Is 
it practical for the conditions you anti¬ 
cipate, such as proper clothing for the 
climate? 

DEVELOP PLANS OF ACTION. 
You should discuss with your family 
or group the conditions under which 
you would run (Where?) or stay; whe¬ 
ther to hide (For how long?) or fight 
(Whom? How?). Every member of the 
group must be in agreement with the 
final plan. One dissident could destroy 
all your intentions; for instance by 
“selling-out” the group to an adversary. 

You should also develop “backup” 
plans to cover various contingencies 
such as those mentioned. Plan for the 
worst-case scenario and work down 
from there. 

HAVE A “BUG-OUT” KIT. Keep a 
short-term (up to one week) survival 
kit handy in case you must leave NOW 
Remember the priorities: shelter, water, 
food, medical supplies, weapons, com¬ 
munications. Ideally, you should have 
several kits; one for each member of 
the family and group, another one in 
each vehicle in case a crisis occurs at 
an unexpected moment (as they usually 
do), and a larger cache of supplies 
away from the home, in a place safe 
from discovery or disaster; in the event 
you must evacuate your home quickly, 
as in the case of fire, earthquake or 
war. Each of these kits or caches 
should be planned to supplement and 
extend the capabilities of the next 
smallest kit. 

Avoid making your personal bug-out 
kit too heavy to run with; you may 
have to carry it long distances, quickly. 

PLAN FOR DURATION. Try to real¬ 
istically anticipate how long you expect 
your scenario may last, and add a lit¬ 
tle more to the estimate as a buffer 
against shortsightedness. 

Do you expect your disaster scenario 
to last for days (such as waiting for 
disaster relief after a major storm, fire, 
or earthquake), months (i.e., a major 
strike by unions; rebuilding after a dis¬ 
aster), or years (such as being caught 
in the clutches of a dictatorship, for¬ 
eign invasion, or persecution)? 

Try to be realistic in your prepara¬ 


tions. Plan for the consumption of food 
(calories per person per day, plus other 
essential nutrients), water (gallons per 
person per day, for drinking, cooking 
and sanitation), ammunition (as much 
as can be obtained, with a suggested 
minimum of 500 rounds per weapon), 
air quality (while in shelter, or masks 
for outside), medical supplies (includ¬ 
ing prescription medicines), and so on. 

Some of your scenarios may look 
unlikely in the context of present con¬ 
ditions, but it only takes an open-eyed 
look at the world, the nation, or the 
neighborhood, to see the potential for 
frightening situations to rapidly 
develop which would not allow time 
for preparation after the fact. For 
instance, note that many people react¬ 
ing to a disaster often converge on all 
the nearest stores for provisions such 
as food, candles, bottled water, batter¬ 
ies, and so on. Frequently, the crowd 
gets impatient, not wanting or waiting 
to be left without essentials for them¬ 
selves or their families. Occasionally, 
rioting and looting begin, feeding upon 
itself as the unprepared start to panic. 

Your aim must be to store adequate 
supplies for all intended members of 
your group for the longest time that 
you will likely be on your own, with 
self-sufficiency being your goal. The 
federal government recommends hav¬ 
ing at least three to five days’ supplies 
on hand, to sustain you until relief 
agencies can get into action. The more 
serious the crisis, the longer you may 
have to wait for outside help. 

If you are able, lay in extra supplies 
for a few additional persons who will,

most likely, show up either on their 
own, or with members of the group 
(“My mother was visiting at the time; 
I couldn’t just leave her”). As prag¬ 
matic as you must be, you must also 
not surrender your humanity com¬ 
pletely. Otherwise, you are no better 
than the predators you may be fleeing. 
Of course, there is a practical limit to 
how much you can be expected to cope 
with. Examine your own conscience on 
this issue. 

A plan must also be drawn up to 
deal with waste management. Essen¬ 
tial “luxuries” such as toilet paper, 
soap, and proper means of disposing

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of human waste and garbage with be¬ 

come major issues during a survival 

situation. Goods and services we have 
always taken for granted may no longer 
be available. 

You must also plan to cope with your 
people’s emotional survival. The abrupt 
change in lifestyle, the day to day fight 
to stay alive, will take its toll psycho¬ 
logically if not treated quickly and 
continuously. Find things to alleviate 
boredom, such as games or projects. 
Give every able person in the group 
a job they will be responsible for. Even 
children can be instructed to secure 
trash, act as lookouts, or help with 
food preparation or gathering supplies. 
Also attempt to continue with their 
education, albeit with a different 
emphasis. Find duties which require 
a person to study the situation and 
come up with a solution. Hold meet¬ 
ings to keep everyone current on what’s 
happening, and conduct frequent and 
regular classes for everyone in sur¬ 
vival arts. Keep your people, and your¬ 
self, busy. Despair may be your worst 
enemy. 

GET TR AINING. Your group should 
learn how to use weapons effectively. 
Safety, maintenance, handling mal¬ 
functions, and marksmanship are all of 
equal importance in a survival context. 
Because this is an area where mistakes 
can be fatal, instruction should be 
sought from qualified professionals, 
such as the National Rifle Association. 
Also, everyone should study unarmed 
self-defense under a qualified instruc¬ 
tor; one who teaches combatives, not 
tournament techniques. 

Thctics are another important area 
of study. Learn how best to utilize your 
weapons under various conditions and 
environments, such as snow, rain, or 
at night. There are several reputedly 
good schools for this type of study. 
There are also many books such as 
military manuals which can be of help, 
if accompanied by lots of practice. 

Study first aid diligently, as this is 
one of the most essential areas of self- 
help study. The American Red Cross 
has excellent, inexpensive courses on 
CPR and basic and advanced first aid. 
Everyone should be encouraged to take 
and pass such a course. A study of 
improvised medicines and first-aid 
equipment would also be useful. Some 
community colleges offer non-credit 
courses in herbology, folk medicine, 
and edible wild plants. There are many 


very good reference books on the sub¬ 

ject. Another variation on this theme 

would be the study of medicinal min¬ 
erals. You might seriously consider tak¬ 
ing an Emergency Medical Ibchnician 
course (or a Paramedic course if al¬ 
ready an EMT) and joining a volun¬ 
teer ambulance corps. Not only would 
you be contributing to a vital com¬ 
munity function, you would also be 
gaining practical, real-life, hands-on 
experience which no course can give 
by itself. Remember, in a crisis, your 
body does what is has been trained to 
do. The untrained reaction to crisis is 
usually panic. Practical experience aids 
tremendously in overcoming the panic 
which accompanies disaster. 

Fieldcraft is another valuable area 
of study. Learn the difference between, 
and uses of, cover and concealment. 
Learn how to survive in rural or urban 
wilderness, how to find or construct 
proper shelter, how to gather food and 
collect and purify water, the use of 
correct sanitation procedures, basic 
land navigation, and much more. 

PRACTICE. Conduct realistic simu¬ 
lations with your equipment and your 
people to gain valuable experience and 
confidence working together. Get the 
bugs out while it’s relatively easy. 
Learn what works and what doesn’t. 

Go to the firing range often, prefer¬ 
ably when you or your group can use 
it without onlookers. Practice on 
human-shaped targets, using tactics. 
Train in firing techniques for real- 
world situations (such as varying 
w eather conditions, target distance and 
si. \ Learn different firing positions, 
practice in-house techniques, etc.). 
Always rigidly enforce appropriate 
safety procedures while training with 
weapons. 

As an EMT, you can work on an 
ambulance or in the emergency room 
to practice and to accustom yourself 
to the suffering of others. It’s cer¬ 
tainly not pleasant, but it is crucial 
in overcoming the shock of seeing 
something happen suddenly, perhaps 
to someone you love. This allows you 
to get on with treating the patient 
rather than wasting valuable seconds 
in panic. With practice, reaction be¬ 
comes almost automatic, and confi¬ 
dence is gained. Without practice, 
hard-earned skills are gradually lost. 

You should try to incorporate your 
survival skills into everyday life, mak¬ 
ing it a normal part of your existence. 



A substantial first aid inventory can be acquired 
over time. Included among the items here are 
oxygen, burn treatment packs, medications and 
diagnostic equipment. The bag in the center is a 
more portable and compact field kit. 

Don’t, however, carry it to extremes, 
such as walking around in public wear¬ 
ing cammies with a 10-inch knife on 
your belt. Be discreet. Shooting and 
hand-to-hand practice, ambulance duty, 
making your own clothes, and canning 
your own food; all these skills and 
more will not only add to your survival 
repertoire, they will enhance the qual¬ 
ity of your life, as you become less 
dependent on “the system” and more 
confident in your own abilities. 

Learn the strengths and weaknesses 
of your equipment, your people, and 
yourself. Without practice and effort 
you are just wasting time and money, 
and someone close to you could die 
needlessly. 

DON’T ADVERTISE. Keep your 
actions and intentions as low-profile 
as possible. You could risk discovery 
and the loss of everything you have 
been working for, or wind up with a 
lot of people on YOUR doorstep in a 
crisis; people whom you cannot sup¬ 
port, and who may have no positive 
survival value. If you intend to sup¬ 
port dependents, prepare for them with 
your supplies. 

One last thought. Because predatory 
people are out there, firearms are an 
essential element of survival planning. 
Unfortunately, they have been abused 
frequently enough to give the whole 
survival movement a bad reputation 
in the eyes of the general media, who 
too often seem to be looking to dis¬ 
credit and ridicule the movement. Sur- 
vivalists should respect firearms and 
view them as tools to protect what 
they have: their lives, families, homes, 
and provisions; not as weapons of 
conquest. The more you prepare, the 
more ready you must be to defend 
against those who don’t. •

Staff Evaluation 

C OLT’s new Sporter Lightweight 
AR-15 rifle is a slightly downsized 
variant of the standard Sporter AR-15 
and weighs almost a pound less. 

The Lightweight has all the best 
characteristics of the rest of the Sporter 
line of AR-15s with the added advan¬ 
tages of a more compact size and dis¬ 
tinctly lighter weight. The light weight 


feature is particularly appealing in a 
rifle already known for its relative 
light weight. If you’re going to be lug¬ 
ging an AR-15 around a ranch all day 
or if you’re out in the hills hunting 
or engaging in some other outdoors 
activity, it’s nice to have as little bulk 
and weight to tote as possible. The 
Sporter Lightweight fills the bill. 

Its barrel is only 16 inches long, 
compared with 20 inches for the other 
Sporters, Overall its only 34.5 inches 


long, compared with 39 inches for the 
other models. Sight radius is 15.75 
inches (19.75 for the other Sporters). 
Sights are the standard A2 type, ad¬ 
justable for windage and elevation. 
Weight empty is about 6.7 pounds. 
That’s almost a pound less than the 
7.5-pound Sporter Target Model. 

The matte finish and materials 
used in the Lightweight are the same 
as on the other Sporters: rugged, super 
tough black nylon butt stock and pistol 
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Short handguard and barrel distinguish the 
Lightweight model, but other features are the 
same as on the rest of the AR-15 models.

grip; round ribbed fiberglass reinforced 
handguard with aluminum lining to 
reduce heat during repeated firing. The 
Lightweight along with all other new 
Sporters has a cartridge case deflector 
for left-handed shooters. And like the 
other Sporters, the Lightweight is 
designed as a rugged, all-weather, all- 
terrain firearm which will fire all com¬ 
mercial types of .223 (5.56 mm NATO) 
ammunition. 

We tested the Lightweight with 


several boxes of USA 55-grain military 
ball ammo and found it performed 
flawlessly in rapid fire, slow aimed 
fire, etc., and was very accurate. 

Our groups fired from 50 yards from 
a standing position were not bad, and 
firing from a rest our groups were only 
a few inches in diameter. 

This is one fine rifle. It would be 
ideal as a training rifle for younger 
shooters and those of smaller stature 
who desire the power of the AR-15 with 


a little less size and weight. We ima¬ 
gine the larger, heavier AR-15s would 
perform better overall, such as in sit¬ 
uations where large amounts of ammu¬ 
nition were fired at one time, but we 
couldn’t say how much better.

Campfire 


Wilderness Skills: 


Basics 


Start and maintain a campfire in any kind 

of weather condition ... 



When flames are strong it is a good time to boil 
water. Wait until there is a good bed of coals 
before cooking food. 


In most cases it is unnecessary to cut wood with 
an axe. Simply break large pieces over fallen logs 
or large rocks. 


This campfire method uses few rocks and does 
not waste wood. Tinder is placed on a bed of 
sticks to insulate from moist ground. 


After the kindling is going, place larger pieces of 
wood for fuel. Add the largest diameter wood last 
after the fire is quite strong 


Above the pine needle tinder place small thin 
twigs for kindling.

y ES, of course you know how to 
build a campfire. Everybody 
knows how to build a campfire. That 
said, may I timidly offer some sugges¬ 
tions that could facilitate things a bit 
for you? During a lifetime in the out¬ 
doors, I’ve learned from some of the 
best. 

In places where they are legal, camp¬ 
fires can serve as anything from warm 
friends that are centers of social gather¬ 
ings to life-saving measures, during 
times of potential hypothermia. Know¬ 
ing how to build one can be a con¬ 
venience or a necessity 
The key to getting a fire going quick¬ 
ly is in selecting the right tinder. 
Naturally, if you have paper, that's 
good tinder. Other good natural tinder 
is dry moss (wet moss is terrible); a 
thin layer of leaves (with enough open 
spaces to allow air through); very 
small, dry twigs (a couple of milli¬ 
meters in diameter); dried pitch nod¬ 
ules; a handful of shavings from a 
dead, standing tree; the paper-like 
dried outer layer of birch bark; and 
dead brown needles from any type of 
conifer tree. 

In my opinion, the last is the best. 
It will get a fire started quicker than 
anything else I’ve found, including 
pitch (which is also very good). I once 
stared a warming fire during a hunt¬ 
ing trip in the British Columbian Rock¬ 
ies when it was raining, and there were 
six inches of wet snow on the ground. 
All the materials I used were wet, and 
I had no paper. My tinder for that fire 
was dead fir needles. Dead pine nee¬ 
dles would have worked equally well. 

After you have found the tinder, the 
next thing to look for are small dead 
limbs — the drier the better. A good 
place to find such limbs is low on the 
trunk of a live tree or the interior of 
a dense shrub, where they are protected 
from moisture. Break off the small ends 
of these twigs and place them immedi¬ 
ately above the tinder, then use the 
slightly larger butts for the next layer 
cf campfire material. 

Next, look for slightly larger fire¬ 
wood that is suspended off the ground, 
such as limbs that are still attached 
to dead logs. Other limbs and small 
trees that are not lying directly on the 
ground also make good firewood. 

Don’t bother with wood that is in 
contact with the ground or wood that 
has begun to rot. They make poor 


burning material. 

Preparing the Materials For a Fire 

— I seldom use an axe to cut firewood. 
It’s easier and quicker to break the 
large pieces over a log or a rock. 
Gloves come in handy to protect your 
hands from vibration. The smaller 
twigs are easily broken up by hand. 

It pays to break your firewood into 
relatively small pieces, not more than 
two feet in length. It is wasteful and 
unnecessary to make huge, roaring 
campfires. Small ones will suffice nicely 
for both warming and cooking. 

Rock fire rings can leave long-lasting 
scars on the land and are unnecessary. 
If I’m not using an established camp¬ 
fire site, I place one or two flat rocks 
next to my fire bed to set things on. 
When I’m done, I put the rocks back 
where I found them and eradicate the 
fire bed, returning it to its original 
appearance. 

The area around the fire bed should 
be scraped down to mineral soil to 
reduce the danger of igniting nearby 
materials. More often than not, in a 
forested environment, this means you 
will be building a fire on damp soil. 
Damp soil is difficult to build a fire

on for two reasons: 1) The dampness 
tends to reduce the temperature, which 
inhibits the flames’ ability to grow; 
and 2) as the fire heats up, the water 
in the soil begins to steam, which will 
also cool the fire — or put it out 
altogether. 

To overcome the damp soil problem, 
put a layer of insulation between the 
ground and the fire. Cardboard from 
a food package, a paper bag, or several 
layers of paper towels, or some other 
combustible material that will last 
long enough to let the fire mature 
before burning up is all you need. If 
you have no man-made material to use 
for this purpose, a tight layer of small, 
dry limbs will do. 

Building the Fire — This is the part 
where you Boy Scouts will differ with 


me. The Boy Scout method works fine. 
This is an alternative. 

Set two pieces of wood about four to 
six inches in diameter about six to 
eight inches apart. Green ones last 
longer, but dry ones work fine. Put the 
layer of insulation next to the ground. 
The tinder goes between the two pieces 
of wood, then the layer of very fine 
twigs goes across the top, followed by 
another layer of slightly larger twigs. 
Start the fire now, by touching off the 
tinder. Don’t add any more wood until 
the largest of the twigs are well ig¬ 
nited. Then slowly add slightly larger 
pieces of broken limbs. When this third 
layer of fuel is well ignited, the fire 
will continue to burn well, even if 
the insulation next to the ground is 
destroyed. 

It’s important to remember during 
these early stages to layer your com¬ 
bustibles carefully. The pieces of fire¬ 
wood should be far enough apart to 
allow oxygen to the flames, but they 
must be close enough together to main¬ 
tain enough heat to keep the fire going. 
After building a few fires and study¬ 
ing them, you will get a feel for the 
optimum spacing. This is important, 
especially in cold and/or wet weather. 

You can start cooking on a campfire 
as soon as the third layer of wood is 
burning strongly. This is a good time 
to start boiling water. Vigorous flames 
create a lot of heat, and it’s easy to 
burn food over them. I like to pile a 
pretty good stack of medium-sized 
branches (about an inch to two inches 
in diameter) on the fire and let them 
burn down to a good bed of hot coals 
before I put the skillet over them. 

Once the cooking is done, and the 
campfire turns into a cozy spot for 
socializing or reflecting on the aes¬ 
thetics of the outdoors, larger, slower- 
burning pieces of wood work fine. By 
that time the hot bed of coals has 
sealed off the steam from the soil and 
created enough heat to keep even damp 
and rotten logs going. Again, frugal 
selection of proper firewood will al¬ 
most always provide all you need from 
a campfire. I seldom use wood larger 
than six inches in diameter and eight¬ 
een inches long. 

There is nothing quite like a camp¬ 
fire in the great outdoors. It can save 
your life, or it can just keep you com¬ 
pany. Either way, it is a useful tool. 
If you follow these suggestions, you 
will be able to start and maintain a 
campfire under almost any kind of 
weather condition; you won’t exhaust 
available firewood supplies; and you 
won’t scar the land. •

HAT would it be like to live in 
a community where no one had 
televisions, stereos, or VCRs? Where 
there were no cars or trucks, no tele¬ 
phones ringing in our ears, no traffic 
jams, no computer display screens, no 
steel and glass high-rise office build¬ 
ings. Just quiet, simple living, com¬ 
fortable and fulfilling with life centered 
around the family and the farm. Sound 
boring? Maybe, but to Amish commu¬ 
nities in Ohio, Pennsylvania and Indi¬ 
ana, it’s a life that is quite rewarding. 

The prospect of living in a world 
without electricity and today’s modern 
conveniences would cause many peo¬ 
ple to shudder, in fact, many are so 
bound to our highly civilized, complex 
society that they would rather die than 
to have to live without it. The Amish, 
a religious community that originated 
in Europe during the Reformation, 
have chosen to reject many of our 
modern world’s influences in order to 
retain the simple lifestyle that they 


lead. Although religion and a strong 
family unit is the glue that holds the 
Amish society together, survivalists 
from all walks of life might want to 
take note of their operations and incor¬ 
porate many of the Amish ways and 
doings into their own plans for sur¬ 
vival after a major collapse. 

Organic Farming — Tb the chagrin 
of American agriculture, the Amish 
continue to maintain prosperous, small 
family farms. While American farmers 
plead poverty and call for additional 
government assistance, the Amish with 
“outmoded” horse-farming techniques, 
are doing quite well. They keep their 
overhead way down and refuse to go 
into heavy debt. For example: Amish 
farms don’t use tractors. A typical 
agribusiness corn harvester costs over 
$100,000. An Amish corn harvester, 
pulled by horses and powered by a Wis¬ 
consin 16HP motor, might cost $3,000. 
Without tractors Amish farmers aren’t 
tempted to expand acreage, drive other 


Amish off the land, and go into steep 
debt. “Don’t spend more than you make 
and life will be good to you.” 

On a smaller farm it is easier to 

control weeds and bugs and this elimi¬ 
nates the need to use expensive ferti¬ 
lizers, herbicides and pesticides. The 
manure from their farm animals con¬ 
tributes organic material to the soil, 
which in turn helps to mellow it, soften 
it, and makes soil nutrients more avail¬ 
able. The soil more easily soaks up 
rain and reduces the problem of ero¬ 
sion. The Amish seldom sell grain (a 
net loss of organic material). Instead, 
they feed it to their livestock and sell 
milk, meat, eggs, etc., thus retaining 
a greater share of their profit dollar 
while their animals turn the grain 
back into manure. The Amish do not 
seek to master nature or to work 
against the elements, but rather to 
work with them. 

Barn raisings are a symbol of Amish 
economic sharing and community 
cooperation. When a tornado leveled 
four barns and acres of prime Amish 
timber near Wooster, Ohio, the neigh¬ 
bors immediately went to work. In 
three weeks the downed trees were 
sawed into heavy beams, posts, and 
girders and the four barns rebuilt and 
filled with livestock donated by the 
neighbors. 

Amish barns are huge, three and 
four story handcrafted works of art. 
Held together with hand hewn mor¬ 
tises and tenons using post and beam 
construction, a barn can be raised by 
an army of Amish men and boys in 
a single morning. One “English” (non- 
Amish) contractor said that it would 
take him and a beefed-up crew all 
summer long to build a barn, and that 
was if he could find anyone skilled 
enough at mortising to do it. The cost 
would be about $100,000. With the 
Amish working together the price is 
down to $30,000. 

Amish homes generally aren’t wired 
up to the electric power grid or plumb¬ 
ed with running water from city water 
supplies. That doesn’t mean they live 
in primitive, squalid conditions. Their 
homes are built as sturdy and fine as 
their barns, furnished simply but com¬ 
fortably, and according to the progres¬ 
siveness of their local order, they could 
be using anything from solar powered 
batteries, Honda generators or horse- 
powered systems to work machinery, 
pump water, or power appliances. Car¬ 
pentry shops are based on the use of 
an air compressor and use pneumatic 
tools rather than electric-powered

Automatically, the squad hit the 
dirt and waited for the first round to 
impact so they could determine which 
direction to sprint to exit the kill zone. 

It wasn’t necessary. The SCUD mis¬ 
sile exploded over their heads before 
it could deliver its high explosive pay- 
load into their laps. Picking themselves 
up and thanking God for the Patriot 
missiles that had saved them again, 
they took time to reflect on the univer¬ 
sally dismal condition of the infantry¬ 
man: it was raining, dammit. Although 
it was a bit cloudy, no rain had been 
forecast. Another G-2 screwup. 

Gazing upward, the squad leader 
took notice of the oily consistency and 
strange fruity smell of the localized 
deluge. Turning to his first fire team 
leader, he started to ask if anyone had 
seen the Patriot intercept when he 
noticed two things: He had a tightness 
in his chest and his nose was running 
profusely. Scrambling for his protec¬ 
tive mask, the squad leader tried to 
scream “GAS” and found he could do 
neither — his limbs wouldn’t respond 
and it was a major effort just to draw 
a breath. 

As his vision began to dim, his ter¬ 
rified eyes darted wildly to view the 
plight of his troops. Some were drool¬ 
ing and vomiting. Others were dou¬ 
bled over as the agonizing muscle 
cramps struck. As the sergeant watch-

ed, they began to convulse. He felt his 
bowels and bladder void themselves 
and he thought: “I’m dying.” Slowly 
drowsiness overtook him as he joined 
his squad in death. 

The above scenario is the worst 
nightmare of every soldier on the 
modern battlefield. All of the major 
world powers have some sort of nuclear, 
biological, & chemical (NBC) warfare 
capability, both in the offensive and 
defensive roles. This article is going 
to deal with survival in a chemical 
environment — largely because it is 
the most likely scenario when dealing 
with unconventional weapons and 
because it is the only scenario that 
relies on individual responsibility for 
survival. 

Despite all official protests from those 
wonderful people at the U.S. Army 
Training & Doctrine Command (TRA- 
DOC), surviving a nuclear strike (tacti¬ 
cal — .5 to 15 kiloton) on the battlefield 
is a matter of luck and proximity. Bio¬ 
logical warfare is just too tricky to 
use with a great deal of success. Used 
in large quantities, there is too great 
a chance it will backfire and start a 
fatal epidemic among your own troops. 
This is a far better weapon for use by 
terrorists in small quantities. In either 
case, there is virtually no way to pro¬ 
tect yourself in case of an attack. 

The first critical step in defending 
yourself against a chemical attack is 
knowledge. There is a truism that 
states: “knowledge is power,” in this 
case, the power to stay alive. First, 
some general facts and definitions. 
Chemical agents used in the prosecu¬ 
tion of a war can be broken down into 
four general categories: nerve, blister, 
blood, and choking. 

Each of these categories of chemical 
agents contains certain specifications 
common to all: 

1. Properties of the agent. 

a. Physical state: Usually liquid , aerosol , or 
vapor (gas). 

b. Color of the agent when used in its var¬ 
ious forms. 

c. Odor of the agent when used in its various 
forms. 

d. Purpose: Universally true of all chemical 
agents, they are used to produce casualties. 

2. Portals of entry into the body. 

a. Respiratory tract 

b. Digestive tract 

c. Skin and eyes 

3. Physiological action: The way in which 
the agent attacks the human body 

4. Method of delivery: Aircraft (spray or 
bomb), artillery .; missiles/rockets, and land 
mines. 

5. flate of action; The period of time from 

the moment of contamination to the moment 
of death. 

6. Persistency: Period of time the agent 
remains in place when deployed 


Nerve Agents — Because of their 
potency and quick rate of action, nerve 
agents are the most toxic chemical 
agents known to man. They are also 
among the most versatile, holding 
among their properties the capability 
to be employed as liquid, aerosol or 
vapor depending on level of purity. 
These agents can also use all portals 
of entry including absorption through 
the skin. 

Remember television network cover¬ 
age of SCUD attacks on Israel during 
the recent unpleasantness in the Per¬ 
sian Gulf? There was dramatic footage 
of correspondents putting on protec¬ 
tive masks without also donning 
protective suits. I fully expected to 
watch the fools die on live TV. 

Nerve Agents can be divided into 
two groups: G-series and V-series. G- 
series was developed by the Germans 
in the 1930s and includes the stan¬ 
dard Soviet nerve agent, GD Soman. 
Soman is colorless and when used in 
its pure form, its rate of action is 
about 15 seconds. Its normal persis¬ 
tency (length of time it’s present) is 
about 1-2 days. It is rarely used in its 
pure form — most often used as a thick¬ 
ened liquid. This raises the rate of 
action to about 10 minutes and dou¬ 
bles the persistency. Another agent, 
GB Sarin, has a rate of action of 15 
minutes, but is non-persistent and it 
evaporates like water. 

V-series really contains only the 
agent known as VX. It is available only 
in liquid form and has the coloring of 
amber (like motor oil — with about the 
same rate of evaporation). Its rate of 
action is about 15 minutes and it is 
considered to be very persistent. 

Recalling the unfortunate tale of the 
infantry squad at the beginning of this 
article, you will remember the squad 
leader experiencing a runny nose, 
tightness in his chest/difliculty in 
breathing and dim vision. These three 
symptoms positively identify nerve 
agent poisoning. 

That was phase one. With immedi¬ 
ate first aid, chances of recovery are 
excellent. Drooling, muscle cramps and 
involuntary urination are signals of 
phase two. With first aid, chances of 
recovery are still good. Confusion, con¬ 
vulsions, drowsiness and coma signal 
the onslaught of phase three. Even with 
first aid, chances of recovery are slim. 

Before first aid comes protection. Pro¬ 
tection from nerve agents involves a 

complete ensemble of clothing and gear. 
In the U.S. Army, this translates into 
MOPP gear. MOPP stands for Mission 
Oriented Protective Posture. MOPP 


gear includes the M18A1 protective 
mask with combat filters (as opposed 
to training filters) and butyl rubber 
hood; there are rubber booties and rub¬ 
ber gloves (with cloth liners). Finally, 
there is the protective overgarment 
itself. The key ingredient is the char¬ 
coal lining which prevents penetration 
of toxic chemical agents. 

Lets say your chemical alarms fail 
you and those terrifying symptoms of 
phase one nerve agent poisoning ap 
pear. MASK if possible to avoid further 
contamination. Next, go for your atro¬ 
pine injectors contained in a compart¬ 
ment of your protective mask carrier. 
Remove the yellow safety cap, press the 
green end firmly against your outer 
thigh until the needle injects. Hold 
three seconds, remove, and massage the 
area. It is critical to remember that 
atropine is NOT an antidote , it merely 
treats the symptoms until you can 
reach a hospital. Repeat the injections 
as needed one every 10-15 minutes up 
to a max of three shots. Then decon¬ 
taminate, if possible and seek medical 
aid. An injector has one dose. 

Interesting point here, each soldier 
is only issued two injectors. When I 
was a young lieutenant on active duty, 
I attended a branch course of the NBC 
warfare School at Ft. Lewis, WA. I 
inquired of the sergeant as to where 
we would find another atropine shot 
on the battlefield. His reply was sober¬ 
ing: “Sir, he said, in the event of a 
real chemical attack, there will be 
plenty of people lying around who won’t 
care if you use theirs. . . who won’t care 
about anything ever again.” 

In the case of buddy aid, there is no 
waiting period, hit him with all three 
consecutively; and pin them to his col¬ 
lar. This applies even if he is wounded 
and takes priority over treatment of 
the wound. Next, treat the wound, 
treat for shock and medevac to the 
hospital. 

There are side effects of atropine you 
should be aware of: dry mouth, acute 
thirst, urine retention and constipa¬ 
tion. DON’T PLAY WITH ATROPINE!! 
Administered to a human body in the 
absence of nerve agent, atropine can 
easily kill. Keep in mind that nerve 
agents kill by disrupting nerve im¬ 
pulses throughout the body, including 
those of the autonomic system: heart¬ 
beat, breathing, etc. It is an agonizing 
death — whether it occurs in 15 se¬ 
conds or 15 minutes. Prevention is the 
best protection, but if contamination 
occurs, immediate first aid is the only 
hope of survival. 

Choking agents (phosgene and chlo- 
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rine gas) were the first chemical agents 
used on the battlefields of Europe dur¬ 
ing WWI. The portal of entry was 
solely respiratory. Once inhaled, the 
agent breaks down the tissues of the 
lungs, causing the lungs to fill with 
body fluids and creating a condition 
known as “Dry Land Drowning” 

With modern medical care however, 
there is very little chance of this actu¬ 
ally happening. Incidentally, chlorine 
gas can be easily made from chemicals 
found in the home. These agents be¬ 
came obsolete with the advent of the 
first rudimentary protective mask. 
Choking agents are no longer consi¬ 
dered viable for tactical use. 

Blister agents were developed dur¬ 
ing WWI in order to circumvent the 
protective mask that had made chlo¬ 
rine gas obsolete. They are primarily 
designed to attack through the skin 
and eyes but they can use other por¬ 
tals of entry as well. Blister agents 
are not designed to kill but rather to 
produce mass casualties, which will 
require hospitalization. On the batt¬ 
lefield, this means a concentration of 
resources, especialy medical and trans¬ 
portation. 

A dead man is just dead. If mission 
constraints do not allow for the evacu¬ 
ation of the body, put a dog tag be¬ 
tween his teeth, roll him in a poncho 
and mark the position of the body with 
an eight digit grid (map) co-ordinate. 
Presto! Continue the mission. The 
procedure is much different for the 
wounded. A wounded man requires the 
attentions of a medic, plus medevac 
resources, etc. All this strains the 
system and slows the accomplishment 
of the mission. 

Blister Agent Types — Blister agents 
are divided into three families: Mustard 
(H-series), Arsenicals, and Urticants. 
They share some common traits. The 
agent most often appears as a liquid. 
After a soldier is contaminated, it is 
often hours before the first symptoms 
appear. Huge beesting like weals ap¬ 
pear all over the body — they can run 
the entire length of the leg and the 
bubble can be raised two inches from 
the skins surface. In and of themselves, 
the blisters are usually not painful. . . 
but brush up against anything , ever 
so slightly (even clothing) and the 
agony is incredible. Blister agents 
rarely kill directly. The real danger is 
from infection after accidentally rup¬ 


turing a blister. 

Blister agents are persistent, usually 
several days. They can be colored pale 
yellow to a darker color. Odor varies 
from a fishy smell to geraniums to 
garlic. Persistency may be reduced by 
hot humid weather. Some blister agents 
will cause rapid bleaching of the skin 
and most will cause severe eye dam¬ 
age unless there is immediate de¬ 
contamination. 

Tbtal protection from blister agents 
may only be achieved through the use 
of all available MOPP gear: protective 
mask/hood, overgarment, booties, and 
the gloves/liners. First aid: avoid brak¬ 
ing blisters. If they do break, treat as 
an open wound and prevent infection. 
Treat for shock. Field expedient pro¬ 
tection from blister agents could prob¬ 
ably be made from a suit fashioned 
from heavy sheets of plastic — viable 
only in the short term, of course.

Blood agents (there are two in the 
family) kill by denying the body its abil¬ 
ity to extract oxygen from the blood. 
Blood agents are cyanide based and 
only available in the physical state of 
a gas — and all gas is considered to 
be automatically non-persistent. Be¬ 
cause these agents are gases, the only 
portal of entry of concern is the re¬ 
spiratory system. Therefore, the only 
defense necessary is the protective 
mask. 

The two types of blood agents are AC 
& CK. AC is based on hydrogen cyanide 
and is the standard Soviet agent of this 
type. It has an odor of bitter almonds 
and its rate of action is termed “very 
rapid.” The good news is that it is the 
most non-persistent of all chemical 
agents — it’s slightly lighter than air 
and tends to slowly rise. CK is based 
on cyanogen chloride and its odor is 
described as “irritating” The way to 


instantly identify blood agent poison¬ 
ing in a human is to observe the lips 
and skin of the victim after suspected 
contamination. If the lips and skin 
turn red (grey on black soldiers), its 
a blood agent. There will also be dizzi¬ 
ness, highly elevated pulse rate and 
a headache that feels as if the “Ter¬ 
minator” has been playing “wipeout” 
on your skull with a 12 pound sledge! 
Convulsions and death follow. 

First aid for this agent is to break 
two ampules of amyl nitrite and insert 
into the victim's protective mask above 
the nose cup. Repeat at three to five 
minute intervals up to a maximum of 
eight ampules. Any more than eight 
ampules and there is a risk of overdose 
and death from the cure!! 

Protective Mask — The key element 
in any form of NBC protection is the 
quality and ease of long term oper¬ 
ation of the protective mask. The U.S. 
Army uses the M-17 series protective 
mask for its infantrymen. These masks 
are pretty easy to use, once they have 
been properly prepared for use by the 
trained personnel in the NBC Com¬ 
pany team — usually consisting of 
the company Executive Officer and a 
few selected NCOs. 

Easy to use, but a difficult to main¬ 
tain! The heart of any mask is its fil¬ 
ters. The filters on the current issue 
mask are only good for two or three 
chemical attacks before they must be 
replaced. The replacement process is 
intricate, frustrating and protracted. 
NOT conducive to survival on the batt¬ 
lefield. Far superior is the standard 
mask used by the Israelis; with its sin¬ 
gle, screw on filter element. 

The MOPP uniform as an ensemble 
was designed for use by NATO in a 
distinctly European scenario. With the 
outside air temperature at approx. 70 
degrees, temperature inside a closed 
up overgarment, with mask, hood, 
booties and gloves on can go 90 de¬ 
grees or more! In Saudi, I’m told that 
temperatures went as high as 120 de¬ 
grees! The point is, there will be mo¬ 
derate to severe degradation of the 
ability to perform even the simple 
tasks. This problem must be planned 
for, in the event of any future conflict. 

There will be war — it is in the 
nature of man. Due to the lethality 
and perhaps more importantly, the psy¬ 
chological impact; chemical weapons 
will leave their mark on future batt¬ 
lefields — battlefields that may not 
necessarily be on a foreign shore. My 
survival plan takes this into account 
— does yours?? •

and firing pin. Pulling the trigger with 
the hammer forward (double action), 
cocks and releases the hammer auto¬ 
matically with the transfer-bar acting 
in the same manner as when fired sin¬ 
gle action. In other words, the gun will 
not fire unless the trigger is pulled 
rearward completely. 

The overall length of our test gun 
is 7 inches. The weight empty is 23 
ounces. 

We test fired our Standard revolver 
with some Federal Hi-Power 85-grain 
jacketed hollow point .32 H&R Mag¬ 
num ammunition. 

We chronographed this ammunition 
fired in the Standard revolver about 
4 feet from the first Skyscreen of our 
Oehler Model 35P Chronograph. The 
mean velocity was 864 feet per second, 
with a five-shot high of 902 fps and 
a low of 840 fps. 

Firing from a standing position 
without using a rest at targets placed 
about 15 yards away we found the 
Standard revolver has good accuracy. 
With fairly quick aimed fire at this 
distance, our groups were in the 4- to 
6-inch range, discounting a few flyers. 

The .32 H&R Magnum round packs 
some punch to it for its light weight. 
Fired in our 2 V 2 -inch revolver you get 
a relatively high velocity. Recoil is 
noticeable but not a hindrance in using 
this gun. 

The Standard seems pretty well 
made, it performed reliably and shot 
accurately It’s not the most finely 
finished of guns, but it’s a reliable 
workhorse and is very modestly priced.

Firearms and valuables remain secure¬ 
ly locked inside the vault until they 
are needed.

The 4-inch model has a 13-shot magazine. 



When the safety lever is pushed for¬ 
ward, a red dot indicates the pistol is 
in the “Fire” position. 

The standard sights are a fixed rear 
square notch and fixed molded front 
blade which is serrated to reflect sun¬ 
light away from the eye. There is now 
an optional adjustable injection molded 
rear sight available for all production 
Exactors. This sight provides quick and 
easy windage and elevation sight ad¬ 
justments with a small flathead screw¬ 
driver or similar instrument. Black, 
orange and white sight inserts are also 
available for these sights. 

All Exactor receivers now come 
drilled and tapped for mounting scopes 
or other optical sights. Among the 
accessories for these guns Ram-Line 
makes are scope mounts for 1-inch 
Weaver style or tip-off style for tip-off 
rings. 

Another new and attractive option 
for the 5.5-inch barrel Exactors is 
colored anodized receivers. These are 


available with either grip style in 
red, royal blue, forest green, gold and 
platinum. Their bolts are jeweled. 

Disassembly and reassembly of these 
guns is accomplished with a hex 
wrench supplied with the gun in its 
locking plastic case. Field stripping 
begins with removal of the takedown 
screw at the rear of the upper part of 
the grip with the hex wrench. 

The 8-inch barrel Target Exactor has 
a Conventional style grip and Ram- 
Line’s unique “Adapt-A-Barrel.” This 
allows the owner to adapt the pistol 
to their shooting needs. The barrel was 
designed with a molded-in lower dove¬ 
tail for customizing the barrel with 
laser sight or flashlight. The user can 
adjust the weight and balance of the 
pistol with optional weight cavities 
available from Ram-Line for competi¬ 
tion shooting. 

Our prototype 4-inch barrel model 
came with adjustable sights. It appears 
to be a hybrid Exactor, with Dynamic 
grip and chopped down Target barrel. 


We understand some people who’ve 
seen and shot this stubby little gun 
want a slightly larger grip on it. It 
weighed in with empty magazine at 
19.5 ounces, not much lighter than a 
standard Dynamic Exactor. If this com¬ 
pact version does reach production 
stage, chances are there will be sig¬ 
nificant changes in it. 

Test Firing — We test fired the Exac¬ 
tor pistols with six types of .22 LR 
ammunition. These were CCI Stingers, 
Federal Champion standard velocity 
target ammo, Remington high veloc¬ 
ity, Federal Hi-Power high velocity, 
PMC Zapper and Winchester Super-X 
rimfire cartridges. 

In one of the 5-inch (actually 5.5- 
inch) models, we got the following mean 
velocities with our Oehler 35P Chrono¬ 
graph: Stinger-1,398 fps; Champion 
—1,016 fps; Remington — 1,055 fps; 
Zapper — 1,075 fps; Fed. Hi-Power — 
1,113 fps; Winchester Super-X — 1,056 
fps. 
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In the 8-inch Target Exactor we 
obtained the following velocities for the 
ammo in the same order as above: 
1,522; 1,099; 1,172; 1,175; 1,202; and 
1,141. 

Our velocities for the same ammo 
fired in the 4-inch were, as expected, 
somewhat slower than with the longer- 
barreled Exactors. Accurate mean velo¬ 
cities for these types of ammo fired in 
the 4-inch Exactor are not available 
due to my fouling up in operating the 
chronograph during the velocity test¬ 
ing for this prototype. Top velocities 
for the same ammo order, however, 
were: 1,344; 1,003; 1,059; 1,051; 1,092; 
1 , 022 . 

As far as accuracy goes, we were 
very pleased with the accuracy’ of all 
the Exactors. The Target model, of 
course, provides superb accuracy, with 
or without a scope, but the 5-inch 
models are also really good shooters. 
The 4-inch wasn't bad, but only came 
close to the accuracy of its 5.5-inch 
siblings, and couldn’t compare with the 


Target model. 

All test shooting was done from 25 
to 30 yards. We mounted a Burris Long 
Eye Relief IV 2 X 4 X scope on the Tar¬ 
get Exactor and, as would be expected, 
our best groups were obtained with 
this, although we should have tested 
it at farther distances. With all the 
shooting we had to do that day, we 
ran out of time for additional target 
practice at longer ranges with this gun. 
Our best groups with the Target model 
fitted with the scope came in at around 
2 to 2 V 2 inches, with some hits no 
more than V 2 to 3 /s inch apart. In a 
couple of instances, we had contiguous 
hits on the paper targets. No doubt this 
gun is extremely accurate. It’s our 
shooting techniques that need work. 

The 5-inch models were fired without 
use of a rest at 25 yards and groups 
opened up considerably, but we still 
managed to get a few good groups in 
the 3- and 4-inch range. Ram-Line 
advertises that the 5-inch models will 
deliver 2-inch groups at 25 meters 


(obviously firing from a rest), and we 
don’t doubt this at all. 

In all the test firing, there were 
very few jams, and these were quickly 
cleared and we continued firing with 
all the guns. One batch of Remington 
ammo seemed to give us a jam every 
three or four rounds we fired in the 
Target model, but since this didn’t hap¬ 
pen with any other ammo used in this 
gun, we have to assume it was the 
ammunition. On the whole, these guns 
performed excellently, given the pro¬ 
pensity for .22 LR automatics to jam. 
We ran hundreds of rounds of different 
ammo through these guns and they 
continued to perform again and again. 

Highly accurate, lightweight, well 
made, fully factory warrantied, depend 
able, comfortable to shoot and attrac¬ 
tive looking. What more would you ask 
for?

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Amish Low Tech Living (Continued from page 54) 


The Amish Kitchen — Amish women 
pride themselves on their cooking, but 
if you can’t have a modern gas range, 
a microwave oven or an electric refrig¬ 
erator, how do you preserve food and 
cook tasty meals? You get by with old 
fashioned wood-burning cookstoves, 
liquefied petroleum gas (LP), propane 
refrigerators or even old-style ice boxes. 

The Amish use one of three main 
types of cookstoves. The most conser¬ 
vative groups and those with easy 
access to wood still prefer wood-burning 
stoves. Kerosene stoves, known as oil 
stoves, are widely used throughout the 
Amish community, while propane 
stoves have been accepted in a number 
of Amish communities. It is interest¬ 
ing to note that Coleman camp stoves 
are favored in the summer time by 
many Amish homes when a cast iron 
woodstove would be too hot to work 
around. 


Self-sufficiency is the 
Amish answer to 
government aid 
programs such as Social 
Security and farm 
subsidies. 


Although the Amish seem to reject 
change and progress instinctively, they 
are not lacking in inventiveness and 
ingenuity. In the 1970s two Amish 
brothers from Aylmer, Ontario, decided 
to design a cookstove that was more 
fuel efficient and easier to use than 
available models. The brothers, Elmo 
and Mark Stoll, wanted to utilize the 
downdraft system that was typical of 
heating stoves but not found in any 
cookstoves. Their idea was to make a 
stove airtight so that heat would not 
escape up the flue unnecessarily and 
that a larger oven should be provided. 
They also desired to build the firebox 
big enough to hold an entire evening’s 
worth of fuel — no more getting up 
in the middle of the night to stoke the 
fire. 

After weighing the pros and cons of 
various available cookstoves they in¬ 
corporated the best features into their 
own design. The result was the Pioneer 
Maid stove, which first appeared in 
1979. These plain black stoves are 
manufactured by an Amish shop in 


Aylmer and are very popular in many 
Amish communities. 

Refrigeration for conservative Amish 
members is done by simply setting 
perishables outside or in unheated 
parts of the house during the winter. 
During warm weather they use cellars 
and wells to provide a limited cooling 
effect. If a farm is fortunate to have 
a spring on the property, the natural 
chill of the flowing water is used to 
preserve food. A “spring house” is a 
small stone or brick building built 
over a spring for this very purpose. 
The water is routed through cement 
compartments and channels where food 
containers are placed. 

More progressive families use pro¬ 
pane or kerosene refrigerators such as 
the Swedish-based Dometic, and the 
Swiss-based Sibir units. These operate 
on the absorption system by which a 
kerosene or propane flame cools a com¬ 
partment through evaporation and 
condensation. 

What would we do without the elec¬ 
tric lightbulb? The Amish seem to do 
just fine. Most use lamps that burn 
pressurized “white” gas or naptha, like 
Coleman camping lanterns. Very con¬ 
servative groups still use the old-style 
kerosene lamps that give out lots of 
light like the Aladdin tall glass chim¬ 
ney lamps. 

And what do you do with no TV or 
radio in the house? The Amish enjoy 
each other’s company and like to play 
games like Dutch Blitz, a card game 
which involves lots of shouting and 
slapping cards down on the table. Since 
there are no telephones they write let¬ 
ters or visit other families, and they 
enjoy singing. There always seems to 
be a quilting bee or some type of 
“work bee” going on that keeps them 
busy and socially united. Because farm 
work begins very early in the morn¬ 
ing, they retire to bed relatively early 
and save on lighting fuel. 

The Amish try to separate them¬ 
selves from the outside world as much 
as possible and this means minimal 
contact and ties with government. 
They pretty much govern themselves 
and refuse government aid like Social 
Security, farm subsidies and welfare. 
They don’t rely on life insurance, or 
believe in shuttling their elders off to 
retirement homes. The family, relatives 
and community support each other and 
take care of each other. Schooling is 
done by their own Amish teachers and 


doesn’t go past the basics. High school 
and college are considered unnecessary 
for their way of life. 

One principle that the Amish hold 
is the doctrine of non-resistance. They 
have no rationale for self-defense or for 
defending their possessions. Problems 
of hostility are met without retalia¬ 
tion. They would rather move to a new 
location, like Abraham did when the 
Philistines stopped-up all the wells, 
than to remain and fight. While this 
may be an important aspect of their 
religious training, many survivalists 
would consider this is a poor strategy 
for survival. 

The Amish are a unique subset of 
modern society — living in the world 
but striving to escape its modern pres¬ 
sures and conveniences. Their strict 
and simple life may not be “our bag” 
but just knowing that they can do it, 
might give us some sort of reassurance 
that if we had to, we could too. •

Using the Survivalist Directory 

Frequently asked questions 
concerning the Directory. 

Q. How long does it take before my listing will appear in ASG ? 
A. Most magazines are in production three months before they 
appear on the stands. We seldom hold listings over because 
of lack of space. That means all listings sent in, up to the 
day that the Directory is typed into the computer, will be printed 
in an ASG issue appearing about three months later. 

Q. Why don’t I get a response to the letters I have written 
to various listings? 

A. Getting a response to a letter sent to a specific listing is 
not a sure thing. While some people will respond to all mail 
sent to them, others are selective and want to hear from only 
those in close proximity. Try to send in your responses early 
preferably as soon as the listings are published. If you wait 
six months before responding, the address that we have for 
that person may no longer be valid. If you know that you will 
be moving in the near future, wait until you know the new address 
before sending in a listing. One of the main reasons people 
don’t connect through the Directory is because of change of 
address. 

Q. What size envelope do you recommend I use to mail in 
a response? 

A. When people send listing responses to ASG in business 
size envelopes, it makes it hard to stuff several envelopes into 
another business size envelope. It would help if 3V2 xGVz size 
envelopes were used for listing responses. Stamps aren’t needed 
unless you plan to respond to quite a few listings. 

Don't waste your money; Mass mailings for com¬ 
mercial purposes are strictly prohibited. We have to 
discard these letters — save your postage! Also, avoid 
using the Directory to find your perfect survival mate. 
We don’t want to turn the Survivalist Directory into 
a lonely hearts service. Responses to these types of 
listings are generally poor. Concentrate on building 
up a group in your local area. Use common sense 
when giving out your address or phone number to 
strangers. It is wise to use a post office box or a bus¬ 
iness address instead of a home address when you 
make direct contact. Another interesting note: there 
have been allegations of government plants respond¬ 
ing to low profile group listings.

Who Remembers 
The Armenians? 


Few people today are aware of the shocking story of a Holocaust 
for a Christian people denied the right to bear arms in the 
Ottoman Empire during World War I. . . 


An interview with Sc^trak 
DerovaJkimian © 1991 by 
Paul Yangouyian and Aaron Zelman 

Many people believe that Jews were the only 
victims, in this century, of a campaign of geno¬ 
cide against an ethnic group. But during WW I, 
beginning in 1915, more than 1.5 million 
Armenians, an ancient civilization of the Mid¬ 
dle East, were uprooted from their homes in 
the Armenian provinces of Turkey, stripped 
of their possessions and marched off to deso¬ 
late stretches of Turkish interior where they 
were told they were being deported. Instead 
most were murdered en masse along the way 
by their guards, local Turkish and Kurdish 
peasants and marauding gangs, on official 
orders of their Ottoman Turkish overlords. 
Turkish officials who refused to carry out the 
orders were dismissed and replaced with those 
who did. This was done to settle “the Arme¬ 
nian question.” Hundreds of thousands of other 
Armenians fled into exile, were otherwise mur¬ 
dered , enslaved, or forced to convert to Islam. 
This interview is not intended to cast blame 
on or create ill will toward Moslems or the 
people of modern day Turkey for acts of geno¬ 
cide committed by Ottoman Turks (though 
Turkey has never acknowledged the genocide). 
It is presented here as a chilling example of 
what has happened in recent history to mil¬ 
lions of people — in this case Armenians who 
as Christians lived at the mercy of their Otto¬ 
man Turkish government — when they were 
denied the fundamental and inalienable right 
to keep and bear arms, as well as other rights. 
It is a warning to freedom-loving people every¬ 
where of what can happen when governments 
become too powerful. The interview is 
presented by Aaron Zelman, executive direc¬ 
tor of Jews for the Preservation of Firearms 
Ownership (2872 S. Wentworth Ave., Milwau¬ 
kee, WI53207; 414-769-0760; membership $20 
a year, open to both Jews and non-Jews), and 
Paul Yangouyian, an independent researcher 
of Middle Eastern history who is working on 
a book of collected interviews of Armenian 
genocide survivors. Setrak Derovakimian, 81, 
of Detroit is one such survivor. As a child in 
Turkey he escaped with his mother as the 
Turks slaughtered his entire community. They 
eventually made their way to Greece, where 
his mother died. Later he emigrated to Canada 
and then to the U.S. where he has lived since 
1968. Now retired, he is also writing a book 
on the Armenian genocide — The editors.

Where were you born in Turkey? 
A. I was born in the village 
of Pakarich in the state of Erzinjan. 
My village had a population of about 
500. The state of Erzinjan had a total

“After what I went through,” he says, “I 
have to be suspicious of any government that 
talks gun control.” 
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population of about 20,000. 

Q. Tbll us how your village ended 
up on the death marches. 

A. One day seven Turkish soldiers 
came to our village. They said our vil¬ 
lage was going to be punished because 
the government was having some pro¬ 
blems with the Armenians in the 
eastern part of the country. We were 
going to be punished even though our 
village didn’t have any problems with 
the government. The punishment was 
going to be that our whole village was 
going to be marched for two days in 
the wilderness and then we would 
return back to our village. The two 
days ended up being three months 
before my mother and I escaped. 

Q. How did you escape? 

A. One day on the march we were 
marching through a very dry forest 
near the present day Diyarbakir. All 
of a sudden we noticed that the forest 
was on fire. We saw the Turkish sold¬ 
iers setting fire to the forest around 
the marchers. Anyone who tried to run 
was shot. The rest died in the fire. 
My mother and I were the only ones 
who escaped. To make a long story 
short my mother and I ended up in 
a refugee camp in Greece. 

Q. You said previously that seven 
Turkish soldiers came and took your 
village on the death march. How was 
it possible that seven Turkish soldiers 
could forcefully take 500 villagers out 
of their village and march them into 
the wilderness? 

A. How?! We had no guns! 

Q. Tell us about gun control in 
Turkey. 

A. Christians were not allowed to 
own guns in Turkey. Any Christian 
found in possession of a gun would be 
executed on the spot. Christians were 
not even allowed to defend themselves 
against a Turk. It was the right of a 
Turk to put a Christian to death any 
time he wanted to. If a Christian killed 
a Turk in self defense, his whole vil¬ 
lage would be executed. We were not 
even allowed to own a knife with a 
blade longer than your index finger. 
The Turks could come and search our 
houses anytime they wanted to. We 
had no human rights, no nothing. We 
were just like slaves. 

Q. Tell us about your experiences 
on the death march, especially atroci¬ 
ties that you were eyewitness to. 

A. Let me start from the beginning. 
Our church was on the outskirts of our 

village. When the Turkish soldiers first 

came to our village after the outbreak 
of the war, they went to our church. 
The Turkish officer told the caretaker 


of the church to go and get my grand¬ 
father. Our village was too small to 
have an official Turkish mayor so my 
grandfather was made the head of our 
village by the Turks. When the care¬ 
taker of our church came to our house 
he said the Turkish officer wanted to 
see my grandfather immediately at the 
church and my grandfather was to 
bring with him a frying pan and some 
butter. When my grandfather got to 
the church, the Turkish officer ordered 
the caretaker to build a small fire in 
the backyard of the church. After the 
fire got going, the Turkish officer took 
the frying pan and the butter from by 
grandfather and said, “Don’t think I 
asked you to bring this frying pan and 
butter to me because we wanted them 
for cooking. You better tell us right now 
who in this village has any guns or 
we are going to take you and some vil¬ 
lagers and hold you down and pour the 


Sometimes the Kurds would bring us 
yoghurt and if we were lucky, some 
moldy bread. Few people could bear 
these conditions so many people com¬ 
mitted suicide. Near the end of our 
journey (the end being when my mother 
and I escaped from the forest the Turks 
set on fire) we came to the shores of 
the Euphrates River. There was a small 
bridge going over the rapids. Some peo¬ 
ple just jumped into the rapids from 
the shore but most people went on the 
bridge and looked toward heaven and 
said a prayer and then asked God to 
avenge their suffering and then they 
jumped from the bridge into the rapids. 

During the first days of our march, 
our human caravan was met by other 
villages being forced to march. By the 
time we reached the Euphrates River 
we had been joined by several other 
villages being forced to march so all 
of us marchers numbered as many as

melted butter in your ears.” 

My grandfather begged and pleaded 
with the Turkish officer not to torture 
anyone because we had no guns. The 
Turkish officer said he would give us 
three days and then all the homes in 
the village would be searched. If only 
one gun was found the whole village 
would be executed. After three days 
went by the homes were searched and 
no guns were found. All the villagers 
were then forced on the march. 

While we were on the march most 
of the people died from lack of food and 
water and from exposure. We looked 
just like those Ethiopians you see on 
the television. We had been told we 
were going to be marched for two days 
so we only took two days worth of food 

and water. When we ran out of food 

the Turkish solders wouldn’t give us 
any so we had to rely on the wild fruits 
and vegetables we could find for food. 


30,000 to 40,000. When we came to 
the bridge over the rapids of the 
Euphrates River, literally thousands 
of people were throwing themselves 
into the rapids. My maternal aunt 
killed herself in this manner. People 
stood in a line as far as the eye could 
see to get on the bridge just to say a 
prayer and then jump into the rapids. 

People were also murdered by the 
Turkish soldiers. One incident I re¬ 
member in particular was the murder 
of a pregnant woman. While my mother 
and I were marching we noticed some 
women in a huddle off to the side of 
the procession of marchers. My mother 
took me by the hand and we went to 
see why these women were in a huddle. 

When we got over there we saw that 
these women were huddled around a 
pregnant woman who was in labor. 
Right after my mother and I got there 
a Turkish soldier came and pushed his 
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way through the huddle. He looked at 
the pregnant woman laying on the 
ground and said to her, “Harlot! We 
are trying to get rid of all you Arme¬ 
nians and you want to bring us another 
one!” He then took out his scimitar 
and then hacked the woman across the 
stomach so deeply he nearly cut her 
in half. Needless to say the baby died 
along with its mother. Women were also 
raped anytime a Turkish soldier felt 
like raping. Whenever a Turkish sold¬ 
ier felt; like it, he would just walk up 
to a woman and say, “Come with me.” 
“Come with me” meant that you would 
be raped. Any woman resisting would 
be dragged by the hair to wherever the 
Turkish soldier was going to take her 
to rape her. Sometimes the Turkish 
soldiers would take the women a few 
yards away from the procession behind 
some bushes or they would just remove 
them a few feet from the procession 
of marchers and rape them in the plain 
view of the marchers. 

One time, a woman who had her baby 
in her arms was approached by a Tur¬ 
kish soldier. He said, “Come with me.” 
The woman said, “Please effendi, I have 
a baby.” The Turkish soldier grabbed 
the baby from the woman and tossed 
it into the air like it was a football. 
He then grabbed the woman by the 
hair and dragged her away. 

The Turkish soldiers would also con¬ 
fiscate any gold jewelry the marchers 
had. One time a Turkish soldier was 
pulling out the hair of a woman who 
was trying to fight him off from raping 
her. While he was pulling out her hair 
he found some gold jewelry she was 
hiding in her hair. When the Turkish 
soldier took the jewelry he told the 
other Turkish soldiers what he found 
so they told their officers they should 
order a search of all the women's hair. 

The soldiers made a search all right. 
They would just yank out the women's 
hair like it was grass. 

The barbarism I am describing to 
you is going to make any Westerner 
dumbfounded. I don't know if any 
Westerner can fathom in his mind 
what we Armenians went through. 

One time a Turkish soldier went up 
to someone he thought was a woman 
(remember, even some Christian wo¬ 
men wore veils in Turkey) and said, 
“Come with me.” When this person put 
up a struggle with the Turkish soldier, 
this person's veil came off and the Tur¬ 
kish soldier saw that this person he 


was struggling with and trying to rape 
was a teenage boy. 

The Turkish soldier immediately 
took his rifle and shot the boy. This 
Turkish soldier then told the other 
soldiers that all the veiled women 
had to be checked to see if there were 


any more boys hiding in this manner. 
Six more boys were found hiding like 
this and were immediately shot. 

You see, at the outbreak of the war 
all males from around 13 to 60 were 
ordered into the army. This was very 
strange because Christians were not 
allowed to serve in the Turkish army. 
What this meant was that now to con¬ 
veniently round up the men folk they 
were going to disregard the Islamic 
prohibition of non-Muslims serving in 


an Islamic army and murder them 
when they got them in the army. 

I was told that when the Armenians 
got in the army, the Turks told them 
that this war they were fighting was 
a trench war and the recruits had to 
get practice on digging trenches. Fun¬ 


ny, only the Armenian recruits had to 
have practice digging trenches. What 
they were really digging were their 
graves. After the Armenian recruits 
dug the trenches deep enough they 
were shot in the back, shovels still in 
hand, falling conveniently into the

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graves they had just dug. 

I could go on for ever telling you 
the barbarities we Armenians had per¬ 
petrated against us by the Turks. 

Q. During WW I, thousands of Arme¬ 
nians were protected from the geno¬ 
cide by Russians who were fighting 
against the Turks in the region of 
what is today Soviet Armenia. This 
year there have been violent clashes 
between Armenians and neighboring 
Azerbaijanis in the Soviet Union. 
Armenians have complained that So¬ 
viet troops are aiding Azerbaijani 
interior forces in attacking Armenian 
villages in Azerbaijan. What do you 
think about this? 

A. I’m not too optimistic about the 
future of Armenia. The Russians will 
never let us leave the Soviet Union. 
We are only 3.5 million over in Arme¬ 
nia. How can we fight the Soviet 
Union? Unless the U.S. or the Euro¬ 
pean superpowers get tough with the 
Soviet Union and tell them they must 
let any republic that wants to secede 
do so, who do we Armenians have to 
turn to? The U.N.? Is the U.N. going 
to help us like they helped Cyprus? 
If so, we don't need the U.N.’s help. 
At least civilian self-defense forces 
can put up some sort of a fight so if 
we are going to get annihilated we’ll 
go down fighting. What can our Fed- 
ayees (Armenian militia) do with hunt¬ 
ing rifles? 

Q. In regard to your comments about 
the arms your people possess in Arme¬ 
nia, what do you think of the gun con¬ 
trol movement in the U.S.? 

A. Because of what I went through, 
I have to be suspicious of any govern¬ 
ment that talks gun control. 

You know, before the Young Turks 
came to power in 1908, they also talk¬ 
ed about a New World Order. They 
gave us all sorts of jazz like “peace on 
earth,” “equal rights for minorities,” 
“brotherly love,” “the days of Ottoman 
barbarism are over” and all that kind 
of script talk. 

In fact, before Sultan Hamid was 
overthrown his secret police had al¬ 
most arrested and killed all the Young 
Turk leaders but the top Young Turk 
leaders had hidden in the homes of 
Armenians who had bought all the 
Young Turk lies. Thlaat Pasha, the 
leader of the Young Turk triumvirate, 
had personally signed the arrest and 
execution order of his Armenian friend 
who had hidden him (Thlaat) in his 

home from Sultan Hamid’s secret 

police. 

After all the promises the Young 
Turks made, look what we got. •

advantages over those produced in the 
past. The number one difference is 
their shape. Snaplights are hexagon- 
ally shaped so that they won't roll eas¬ 
ily off table tops or other flat surfaces. 
They also have a hook for convenient 
hanging — no need to thread a line 
through a hole. For those wishing a 
more secure tie to the Snaplight, there 
is also a hole under the hook so you 
can clip or tie the lightstick to your 
vest, hat or backpack. 

Snaplights are non-toxic and safe to 
use. Simply bend to break the glass 


ampule inside and shake. Two chem¬ 
icals will then mix together to produce 
light. Various colors are available 
including: red, orange, yellow, green, 
white, blue and hot pink. Some are 
rated at 12 hours, eight hours, and 30 
minute high intensity (recommended 
for cold weather applications). 

With a shelf life of four years, light- 
sticks make a handy item for survival 
kits and preparedness programs. They 
provide a cool, efficient light whenever 
needed and are excellent for camping, 
boating, signalling, power failures, 
earthquakes, and areas where there 
may be hazardous gas leaks (no spark 
or flame to ignite the gases). 

The twelve hour Snaplights come in 
green, yellow, red and orange. 8-hour 


units come in blue and hot pink and 
the 30-minute high intensity models 
come in red and yellow. 

We are told that the military is buy¬ 
ing snaplights. If you would like to 
order some for yourself, NITRO-PAK 
has them available. A unit of 10 Snap¬ 
lights mixed or matched sells for 
$20.95 plus $3.95 shipping and han¬ 
dling.

very little danger of the baton giving 
way if it has been properly expanded. 

ASP batons are also ideal for civil¬ 
ians who desire a discreet weapon for 
self defense.
